MPs’ furv at Southeastern’s ‘farcical’ snow chaos admission 


DE-ICING TRAINS 
WERE OFF RAILS

RAIL bosses have come under sus¬ 
tained attack after it emerged two 
crucial de-icing trains used to keep 
the network running during freez¬ 
ing conditions were being serviced 
during last week’s chaos. 

The admission by Southeastern’s managing 
director Charles Horton came during a meet¬ 
ing with Kent MPs who demanded an explana¬ 
tion for the severe disruption to the rail net¬ 
work after the county was hit by heavy snow. 

Hundreds of passengers were left stranded 
on trains or freezing platforms with little com¬ 
munication from Southeastern about changes 
to services. 

Mr Horton said ice on the conductor rail 
made it impossible for trains to draw electrici¬ 
ty, which caused major disruption, but accept¬ 
ed there were shortcomings in providing infor¬ 
mation to commuters. 

MPs reacted with fury, however, when he 
also admitted that two Network Rail de-icing 
trains had gone in for their annual service and 
were out of action. 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for Thanet North, 
asked why they were undergoing a service at 
a time when they were desperately needed. 

He said: “Questions as to why there was no 
window of opportunity to service these engines 
between March and October produced no 


explanation.” Greg Clark, Conservative MP for 
Tunbridge Wells, said he was “flabbergasted”. 

“It is farcical that de-icing trains should go 
for maintenance in winter, when they are 
needed, rather than during summer,” he said. 

Information and communication between 
Southeastern and commuters was also heavi¬ 
ly criticised by MPs, who demanded an expla¬ 
nation into why passengers were not told what 
was happening with services. 

Mr Gale, who said he would oppose any fran¬ 
chise renewal with Southeastern after the 
company announced a 13 per cent increase on 
fares from east Kent last month, stressed 
there needed to be an overhaul of the entire 
rail information system. 

He said: “It transpires that the National 
Data Systems run by Network Rail and train 
operating companies are unable to respond to 
urgent amendments. 

“So when Southeastern took a 2am decision 
to cancel trains, the system was unable to 
respond and continued to transmit wholly out¬ 
dated and incorrect information.” 

Gareth Johnson, Tory MP for Dartford, said 
Southeastern made “false promises” that peo¬ 
ple could get to work when there were in fact 
no services. 

“I am a commuter and so I share the frus¬ 
trations people have experienced in trying to 
get back and forth to London,” he said. 

“Inadequate information was provided to 
help lines or help points on the platforms. 
When there are problems on the roads people

MORE than a year after the 
expenses scandal rocked West¬ 
minster, new details of how Kent 
MPs have been spending taxpay¬ 
ers’ money have been published. 

The Independent Parliamentary Standards 
Authority (IPSA) revealed MPs’ expenses 
claims made between May and August as 
part of new transparency rules introduced 
after the scandal. 

According to IPSA records, three of the 
county’s Tory MPs - Gravesham’s Adam 
Holloway; Mark Reckless, MP for Rochester 
and Strood; and John Stanley, MP for 
Tonbridge and Mailing - claimed nothing. 

Kent’s 15 others made claims ranging from 
£463 by planning minister Greg Clark, MP 
for Tunbridge Wells, to £13,630 by Sitting- 
bourne and Sheppey’s Gordon Henderson. 

Claims included costs for staffing, sta¬ 
tionery and travel. 

A spokeswoman for Mr Reckless, who 
claimed nothing according to the records, said 
his expenses for May-August, 2010, would be 
coming out in the next IPSA publication. 

She said: “Mr Reckless does have expenses, 
but he wanted to make sure everything going 
through was the lowest that it could be, which 
is why it’s taken a little longer. 

“What he has claimed is still quite low and 
this will be seen in the next set published.” 

Mr Holloway, who also had no claims, 
refused to comment on expenses. 

Gordon Henderson was the highest

claimant with £13,630.28. He said the bulk of 
the claims related to the cost of setting up 
and running his constituency office. 

“I took a conscious decision to base most of 
my operation in the constituency, whereas 
some colleagues in the South East use 
offices in Westminster provided by 
Parliament, the cost of which does not show 
as an ‘expense’,” he said. 

Mr Henderson also stated that some MPs, 
particularly in north Kent, were not allowed 


to claim travel expenses but got a London 
weighting allowance of more than £7,000 per 
year in compensation that was not counted as 
an expense, so their travel claims were lower 
than his. 

He also stressed that he did not claim for a 
range of expenses he was entitled to. 

“On a personal level, I very much welcome 
the tightening up of the expense system and 
support everything that IPSA is doing to 
ensure the system is not abused,” he added. 

Maidstone and the Weald MP Helen Grant 
claimed £11,708.16, including £3,877.50 on 
staffing costs and computer purchases 
totalling £2,515.63. 

Mrs Grant said she believed the word 
‘expenses’ was misleading to the public, 
where two thirds of the budget available to an 
MP of around £21,000 was for setting up and 
running offices in Westminster and in the 
constituency. 

“These are business operating costs and 
have nothing to do with the MP’s personal 
expenses,” she said. 

The Tory MP said all pubic servants should 
be accountable to taxpayers, but said the 
IPSA’s system was not the most cost-effective 
way of publishing figures. 

“Their published figures do nothing to pro¬ 
vide the general public any indication of MPs’ 
probity or efficiency and their system is enor¬ 
mously expensive and unwieldy to operate,” 
she said. 

“I believe there are cheaper and more effi¬ 
cient ways to administer and publish MPs’ 
costs that will satisfy the public need for 
transparency.” 

Mrs Grant said the IPSA had been instruct¬ 
ed to implement an improved system before 
the next financial year. 


‘Shortcomings’ in bad weather service 
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can obtain up-to-date information, clearly 
this should also be the case with the 
train routes.” 

He added that, in his view, the rail service 
in the snow had not improved in 30 years. 

“If anything, it has got worse,” he said. 

MPs also questioned how the hardest-hit 
areas of the UK, such as the North East, con¬ 
tinued to run mainline services while the 
South East ground to a halt. 

Mr Gale said: “It does seem the intelligent 
and sophisticated new rolling stock is so sen¬ 
sitive that the trains cannot adjust to even 
relatively modest conditions of ice and snow - 


in sharp contrast to the more robust old slam- 
door trains.” 

According to reports, during the worst of 
the weather, 95 per cent of Southeastern 
trains were cancelled or severely delayed. 

Strike 

And things look set to get even worse with 
the RMT union preparing for a strike ballot 
next week over staffing levels, which could 
mean trouble for commuters in the New Year. 
Results are due in January. 

In response to the backlash over last week’s 
chaos, Southeastern boss Mr Horton apolo¬ 
gised for the disrupted services, but stressed 


that Network Rail had worked hard to clear 
the snow and keep the rails free of ice. 

“We accept there were shortcomings in 
information provision and this made the dis¬ 
ruption even more frustrating for passen¬ 
gers,” he said. 

“Although some of the improvements intro¬ 
duced after last year’s snow did work well, we 
know there is much more to do to ensure pas¬ 
sengers get timely and accurate information. 

“We’ve already identified some short-term 
measures to improve this but will be working 
with industry partners on whom we rely for 
much of the information to achieve more sig¬ 
nificant improvements.”

Old signing 
needs hand 
for survival

A CENTURIES-old sign language 
thought to have been spread 
throughout America by Kentish 
settlers is on the worldwide endan¬ 
gered list. 

Evidence of the use of Old Kentish Sign 
Language dates back as far as the mid-1600s, 
but is now thought to be extinct thanks to the 
rise of British Sign Language in its place. 

It is also thought to be one of the forerunners 
of American Sign Language, as a number of 
17th century settlers on the island of Martha’s 
Vineyard near Massachusetts - the majority of 
whom knew how to sign - migrated from the 
Kentish Weald. 

At risk 

‘We’ve listed it as extinct because for a long 
period of time there has been no reported use 
of it,” said Dr Mark Turin, an anthropologist 
who helped compile the World Oral Literature 
Project. 

“But we don’t know for sure that nobody uses 
it anymore and sometimes there’s quite a 
lot of disagreement about certain lan¬ 
guages. 

“But what we’ve done is collate and com¬ 
pile a database using information from 
three different sources, so don’t shoot the 
messenger.” 

One of the earliest recorded uses of Old 
Kentish Sign Language is thought to be 
included in Samuel Pepys’ diary of 1666, 
when he describes how a deaf servant 
gave news to his master of the Great Fire 
of London. 

Languages included in the World Oral 
Literature Project are judged to be at risk if 
there is a combination of few speakers and 
little enthusiasm or support for learning. 


Race to stop police cuts 
clashing with Olympics 


KENT Police Authority 
chairwoman Ann Barnes 
has written to the Home 
Office and asked for the tim¬ 
ing of planned funding cuts 
to be reconsidered. 

Constabularies across the 
UK will have their budgets 
slashed by 20 per cent over 
the next four years, with the 
bulk of the cuts - 14 per cent 
- coming in the next two. 

Acting in her role as deputy 
chair of the Association of 
Police Authorities, Mrs 
Barnes has now asked the 
policing minister Nick 
Herbert to rethink the pro¬ 
posals. 

“2012 is a decisive year for 


British policing,” she said. 
“Not only will there be the 
frontloading of cuts to fund¬ 
ing taking place and the 
reduction of police numbers 
that will bring, but there is 
the biggest policing operation 
of all time taking place in the 
UK, namely the Olympics. 

“I do appreciate that all 
new governments wish to 
move forward at pace but, if 
nothing else, please can 
some thought be given to the 
timing of all these changes. 

“There is just too much 
going on at the same time, 
and public safety is not 
something we should take 
risks with.” 


Kent Police expects to lose 
500 police officers and 1,000 
other members of staff as a 
result of the cuts. 

Mrs Barnes has also reiter¬ 
ated her opposition to plans 
for police authorities to be 
replaced by directly-elected 
commissioners in 2012, 
claiming it would cost just 
under £2 million to hold an 
election in Kent. 

“I strongly urge the 
Government to take time 
out to consider and reflect 
on everyone’s views,” she 
said. 

“There is absolutely no 
need to rush headlong into 
this.” 


Others spoken in Britain which are also 
included on the endangered list include 
Cornish, Guernsey French, Scottish Gaelic, 
and even Welsh. 

“The real question is, do we care about the 
past and do we care about where we come 
from?” said Dr Turin, who currently specialis¬ 
es in the various languages of the Himalayas. 

“There are lots of buildings that receive 
lottery funding for their restoration 
even though nobody lives in them any 
more, and the same goes for animals, 
plants and so on. 

“Languages are not just about words and 
grammar: they are vehicles for history, 
knowledge and a sense of identity. 

“They provide a unique insight into 
human culture all over the world and help 
us to understand what makes people give 
up certain methods of communication in 
favour of new ones.” 

The three sources researched for the proj¬ 
ect were the online linguistics journal 
Ethnologue, the Unesco Atlas of the World’s 
Languages in Danger, and the work of con¬ 
servation biologist Professor William 
Sutherland.

KCC’s ‘poor’ score 

KENT County Council has received a ‘poor’ 
rating as part of Ofsted’s annual assessment of 
children’s services. 

The authority had been warned the verdict 
was likely after the watchdog rated its safe¬ 
guarding and looked-after children services as 
“inadequate” last month. 

Areas of concern include the management 
and supervision of staff, low educational 
attainment of youngsters in care, and social 
workers with high caseloads. 

KCC is one of just 12 councils across 
England judged to be performing poorly. 

University sit-in 

STUDENTS occupied the Senate building at 
the University of Kent’s Canterbury campus 
on Thursday, as MPs in Westminster debated 
plans to raise tuition fees. 

The sit in by about 20 students began on 
Wednesday evening, with protestors demand¬ 
ing the vice-chancellor, Prof Dame Julia 
Goodfellow “retract being a signatory of the 
letter published in the Telegraph supporting 
the government’s proposal”. 

A spokesman for the group said the sit-in 
would go on “indefinitely”.

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‘It’s politics of envy’ 

Leader Carter defends County Hall big earners

A COALITION crackdown on sen¬ 
ior council officers being paid 
more than the Prime Minister has 
been attacked by County Hall 
leader Cllr Paul Carter. 

Local Government Secretary Eric Pickles 
says he wants to bring an end to the “CEO 
salary circuit” and will no longer tolerate 
salaries higher than the £142,500 basic pay 
David Cameron currently receives. 

But Cllr Carter says it is unfair to draw 
comparisons with the PM, despite Kent 
County Council employing six people - includ¬ 
ing group managing director Katherine 
Kerswell - who earn more than that figure. 

“When a Prime Minister is forced out by the 
electorate he can make millions by publish¬ 
ing his memoirs and appearing on the after- 
dinner circuit,” he said. 

‘Tm not sure a council chief executive would be 
able to do that, so let’s compare apples with 
apples and not get involved in the politics of envy. 


“I think it would be centralist control at the 
worst possible time (if a salary cap was intro¬ 
duced). Before this Government looks at local 
authority wages it should look at other public 
services and quan¬ 
gos and the 
salaries they pay. 

“The BBC would 
be a good start.” 

The director-gen¬ 
eral of the BBC is 
Mark Thompson, 
who earns more 
than £800,000 a 
year to run the 
publicly funded 
corporation. 

Mrs Kerswell is 
KCC’s best-paid 
employee with a 
basic salary of 
£197,000, followed 
by education chief Rosalind Turner on 
£180,000. 

Communities head Amanda Honey and 
adult social services bigwig Oliver Mills both 
earn £159,075 a year. 

Yet despite the comparisons drawn

Connexions getting cut 


A £4.8 MILLION budget cut at Kent’s 
career guidance service Connexions could 
lead to the loss of up to 60 jobs. 

The organisation, which offers advice to 
young people on subjects including educa¬ 
tion, training, health and money, has 
agreed to a 19.5 per cent reduction in the 
funding it will receive from the county 
council over the next two years. 

Chief executive Sean Kearns said: “While 
we understand KCC and other public serv¬ 
ices are having to make similar, or in some 
cases greater, savings for its services, we 
are disappointed by the scale of these budg¬ 
et reductions. 

“In future there will be fewer resources 
available to deliver services to all young 
people in schools and colleges, but we will 
continue to focus on supporting young peo¬ 
ple who are at risk of becoming Neet (not in 
education, employment or training).” 

The Kent branch of Connexions has region¬ 
al offices in 11 towns throughout the county 


and employs more than 300 personal advis¬ 
ers after the cut to £24.8 two-year funding. 

A consultation process has now begun with 
a view to a 17 per cent reduction in staff num¬ 
bers, which will be achieved through a 
phased approach over the next eight months. 

The £4.8m reduction is significantly more 
than the £2m cut predicted before the 
Comprehensive Spending Review was pub¬ 
lished in October. 

Unison regional organiser Simon Bolton 
said at the time that such a reduction 
would be like “asking soldiers to fight with 
rocks instead of guns”. 

He added: “At a time when young people 
in Kent need more support to find the few 
jobs that are out there, the support that 
already exists is being cut. 

“We appear to have gone back to the 
1980s when the Government chopped 
everything that moved, and look where 
that got us. Parts of Kent are still strug¬ 
gling to recover.” 


between their salaries and that of the Prime 
Minister, some have estimated that Mr 
Cameron actually earns closer to £600,000 
once allowances and living arrangements are 
taken into account. 

Cllr Carter said it was necessary for coun¬ 
cils to offer competitive packages to lure the 
best people away from the private sector. 

He added: “I think that providing local gov¬ 
ernment acts responsibly with public money, 
we’ve got to make sure the rewards that 
reach the highest echelon are appropriate for 
the work they deliver and the hours they put 
into it. In some cases that may be more than 
the Prime Minister earns.” 

Cllr Carter also rejected the notion of 
‘boomerang bosses’ accused of jumping from 
council to council to increase their pay. 

“I think senior officers act very responsibly,” 
he said. “Salaries are coming down in 
response to market forces and economic 
needs, and there will be no pay rises at KCC 
either this year or next.” 

Last week KoS revealed how KCC’s former 
chief executive Peter Gilroy left the authority 
last May with a £408,000 golden handshake 
- more than double the amount previously 
disclosed.

Rare shrimp ‘toe 
splitters’ off coast 

AN EXOTIC species of shrimp which usually 
lives in the Indian and Pacific oceans has been 
found by a fisherman near the Dungeness coast. 

The three brown creatures - which can grow 
up to 30cm long and have sharp claws similar 
to a praying mantis - were discovered strand¬ 
ed on the beach by angler Shane Joy after 
recent storms. 

Their number suggests they could be breed¬ 
ing off the south coast due to rising sea tem¬ 
peratures. 

Kate Buss of Blue Reef Aquarium in 
Hastings, East Sussex which is housing the 
shrimp said: “This type of shrimp is incredibly 
rare and only a handful have ever been record¬ 
ed locally, especially this far east along the 
south coast, although their numbers do appear 
to be on the rise in recent years.” 

Mantis shrimp are nicknamed ‘toe splitters’ 
because of the damage they can do to people.

JAZZ fanatic Mark Armstrong 
is bringing a show to remember 
to Tunbridge Wells. 

The National Youth Jazz Orchestra, fea¬ 
turing many of the country’s brightest 
musical talents, will appear at the Assembly 
Hall in the New Year. 

The trumpeter is NYJO’s creative director 
and puts together the show, but it is the play¬ 
ers - the talented youngsters - who are the 
real stars, he says. 

“NYJO is made up of the cream of 
young British jazz talent,” said Mark. 

“All the musicians are under 25 and 
from all backgrounds. It’s been 
going for 45 years and is a huge 
success. 

“It compromises 25 instrumen¬ 
talists and two singers and plays 
a mixture of specially written 
pieces for the band, by respected 
international composers, through 
to well-known pieces.” 

The Tunbridge Wells show, on 
Friday, January 21, will be the 
place to hear many of those classic 
standards, said Mark. 

“We enjoy that kind of repertoire,” 
he added. “We love those pieces, the 
classic ones, and really want people to 
be able to hear them, as well as giving 
the orchestra a chance to play them. 
Those pieces give them that foundation to 
work on.” 

Mark, who has been at the NYJO helm for 
10 years, promises the evening will be an 
“exciting and sophisticated” affair. 

He said: “What makes NYJO special is the 
energy and enthusiasm brought to it by 
young people and you hear that in their play¬ 
ing. It really is something to hear. They play 
with humour and they bring something fresh 
and exciting.” 

Mark takes to the stage himself during the 
show to explain a little about the pieces, 
which will include jazz through to big band 
numbers. “I really enjoy it,” he said. “I’ve been 
hooked on big bands since I was really young.

stayed with me ever since. I was introduced 
to big band music then and it just struck me 
as being so huge, joyful and colourful that I 
started to play myself.

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Kent Police defend Tasers 
during Raoul Moat hearing

A SENIOR Kent police officer has 
defended the use of Tasers to a 
Commons hearing prompted by 
the controversial Raoul Moat 
manhunt case. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams 
gave evidence to the Home Affairs select com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, providing MPs with an 
insight into how and why police utilise the 
weapon. 

The hearing also heard how staff from the 
Taser firm stripped of its licence over the 
Moat standoff in July will be working for the 
new company set up in its place. 

Pro-Tect Systems broke its agreement with 
the Home Office when its late director of 
operations, Peter Boatman, decided to take 
the untested X12 weapons direct to police 
involved in the manhunt. 

Officers discharged two Tasers at Moat - 
who later shot and killed himself - after the 
37-year-old Newcastle man had shot his ex¬ 
girlfriend, her new partner and a police officer. 

ACC Adams is responsible for the use of 
Tasers at Kent Police and, while admitting he 
has never fired one himself, told MPs the 
decision for officers to use them is never 
taken lightly. 

“I think the important aspect of this is that 
every officer armed with a Taser is trained to 
use it,” he said. “They have to justify their 
actions and their actions have to be proportion-

ate to the threat they face. The level of scrutiny 
around this is that eveiy time they fire a Taser 
they have to fill out a form which is then 
reviewed by our professional standards team.” 

ACC Adams added that police also had sup¬ 
port from the public regarding the use of 
Tasers, which were first introduced in the 
county in 2005. 

“Eighty-five per cent of people we spoke to 
[during a public consultation] agreed Tasers 
were a useful way to dissuade violence,” he said. 


“We had a clear mandate from the public.” 

The select committee is chaired by MP 
Keith Vazand lists Rochester and Strood Tory 
MP Mark Reckless - who also sits on the 
board of the Kent Police Authority - among 
its members. 

During Tuesday’s hearing, Mr Vaz pointed 
to the findings of a five-year study by 
Australian authorities that revealed 85 per 
cent of Taser incidents in the state of Victoria 
involved a person with a mental illness. 

When asked if he was concerned by the 
findings, ACC Adams replied: ‘What’s impor¬ 
tant is that we look at that in the context of 
UK policing and how we use our Tasers. 

“I’m sure the Home Office will be doing all 
it can to see if any lessons can be learned 
from the experiences of the Victoria police 
and indeed what experiences we can share 
with them.” 

Between December, 2008, and January, this 
year, there were 142 Taser-only deployments 
in Kent, with the weapon discharged just 
eight times. There are about 300 officers in 
the force trained to use the device. 

Mr Vaz said: “The recent case of Raoul Moat 
has brought to light the concerns surround¬ 
ing the use of Tasers by the police - including 
their procurement and the training received 
by officers using the weapons. While Tasers 
are less lethal than firearms, they can still 
prove extremely dangerous and as such their 
use must be regularly scrutinised.” 

On the day of the committee meeting a 
police Taser was lost in Lambeth, south 
London, after an officer left it on the roof of 
his police car before driving off. 


Singer’s court date 
with Libertines star 

A ROCK singer from Maidstone has been 
charged with drug offences alongside 
Libertines frontman Pete Doherty. 

Pete Wolfe, 42, of Heath Road, Boughton 
Monchelsea, is accused of two counts of posses¬ 
sion of cocaine and one count of supplying 
cocaine in connection with the death of the 
Goldsmith dynasty heiress Robin Whitehead. 

Miss Whithead, 27, had been filming a docu¬ 
mentary about the star and his friends when 
she died of a reported drugs overdose. 

The musician, known as Wolfman, appeared 
at Thames Magistrates’ Court, London, along¬ 
side Doherty and another man. 

It is understood all three will deny the 
charges and the case was adjourned for a com¬ 
mittal hearing on January 14. Wolfe is singer 
in the band Wolfman and the Side Effects. 


■ THE Ramsgate Society has unveiled a 
blue plaque to mark the life of architect 
Mary Town ley. The plaque is on Town ley 
House, now JC Farley’s Furnishers, in Chatham 
Street. In the 1700s, Townley was one of the first 
women architects, and trained under Sir Joshua 
Reynolds.

Highways shortlist 

THREE companies have been shortlisted by 
Kent County Council for the contract to main¬ 
tain its network of more than 5,000 miles of 
roads from September, next year. 

They are Colas, Enterprise and May Gurney, 
and will take over from Ringway. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard, said: ‘We have had very helpful dia¬ 
logue with the bidding companies. We will con¬ 
tinue this [to find out] how they can help us to 
make Kent’s roads the best in the country.” 

The new contract will be awarded in June, 
2011, and run for up to 10 years. 
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Oil thieves leave 
their victims cold 

THIEVES have stolen oil from domestic fuel 
tanks at three homes during the freezing 
weather conditions. 

Police said the fuel tanks, in the gardens of 
homes in Goudhurst, Shoreham and, Eynsford, 
had been targeted during the last two weeks. 

Crime reduction officer Eric Baldock said: 
“At this time of year no-one with oil-fired cen¬ 
tral heating wants to find their tank empty. 

“Oil is a valuable commodity, so it might be 
prudent to give some thought to security. You 
might want to consider defensive planting of a 
few well-chosen shrubs and putting a lockable 
cage around the tank.” 

He added that the thefts are usually from 
tanks in rural locations. 

Mums-to-be told 
to get swine flu jab 

THE county’s mothers-to-be have been urged 
to get the flu vaccine this winter to protect 
themselves and their babies. 

Swine flu or the H1N1 virus is expected to be 
the main strain circulating this year, which is 
why the free NHS jab is being offered to preg¬ 
nant women as well as over 65s, people with 
serious long-term health problems and front¬ 
line health and social care staff. 

During the swine flu pandemic last year, 
pregnant women died in every country hit by 
the virus and they were at least five to six 
times more likely to end up in hospital with 
complications. 

Declan O’Neill, director of public health 
improvement for NHS West Kent, said: “The 
impact of swine flu on pregnant women was so 
marked that being pregnant effectively puts 
women in the clinical at risk category even if 
they are perfectly healthy in every other way.” 


Fury over U-turn on 
knife crime penalty 

Bereaved dad calls for mandatory iail sentences

THE father of murdered Harry 
Potter actor, Robert Knox, has 
accused Government of letting 
down victims after the justice sec¬ 
retary made a controversial U- 
turn on its knife-crime pledge. 

Furious Colin Knox said justice secretary 
Kenneth Clarke’s admission that the Tory 
election promise for a mandatory jail term 
for knife carriers was not going ahead sent 
out the wrong message. 

“The more I think about it, the more angry 
I become,” he told KoS. 

“They went into an election saying they 
felt strongly about the proposals, only to get 
into power and make a reversal - what mes¬ 
sage is that sending out to knife carriers? 
That it’s OK to carry a knife? 

‘"Victims are going to feel let down.” 

In the Conservative manifesto, the party 
said anyone convicted of a knife crime - 
including carrying a blade - could expect to 
face a prison sentence. 

But Mr Clarke admitted this week that 
although anyone convicted of a serious knife

crime would go to prison, he wasn’t in favour 
of “absolute rules”. 

Mr Knox, from Greenhithe in Dartford, 
has been tirelessly campaigning for a 
mandatory six-month sentence for anyone 
found carrying a knife since his 18-year-old 
son was stabbed to death outside a nightclub 
in Sidcup on May 24, 2008. 

The teenager appeared later that year as 
Marcus Belby in the blockbuster Harry 
Potter and the Half-Blood Prince, and had 
signed up to take part in the seventh instal¬ 
ment of the series, The Deathly Hallows, 
before his life was cut short. 


After his death, it was discovered his killer 
Karl Bishop, 22, who will spend at least 20 
years in prison, was already known to police 
as an “habitual knife-carrier” and had a previ¬ 
ous conviction for a knife attack on two men. 

Mr Knox said: “This change is most likely 
a fiscal issue, and pressure from the coali¬ 
tion, but if they are looking to save money, a 
mandatory sentence is the way to do it. 

“This is preventative, to stop people carry¬ 
ing knives and preserve life. It will cut costs 
on the prison service and the health service.” 

Mr Knox met with then-prime minister 
Gordon Brown and former home secretary 
Alan Johnson when Labour were in power, 
but the 57-year-old said he was yet to have a 
meeting with the Coalition’s top ministers. 

“I will keep pushing to be heard. I’ve got to 
keep chipping away however I can to change 
policy,” he said. 

“Why should someone have the right to walk 
around with a knife in their back pocket? 

“Most murders aren’t planned. No-one sets 
out to murder anyone. 

“If they don’t have the knife on them it 
wouldn’t happen. This is why the 
Government needs to be tougher on people 
carrying knives.” 

Mr Knox was commended, alongside his 
ex-wife Sally for his campaign against knife 
crime by Kent Police in September. 
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Motorists ‘need 
to do their bit 
in bad weather’

DRIVERS need to equip their 
cars for severe weather condi¬ 
tions, rather than relying on 
authorities to clear every road. 

That’s the message from Kent County 
Council leader Cllr Paul Carter, who urged 
the public to do things the “Scandinavian 
way” and better prepare for snowy winters. 

It comes a week after Kent was hit with 
heavy snow, causing chaos on the roads includ¬ 
ing long traffic jams on the M20 and the imple¬ 
mentation of Operation Stack. 

Despite gritters and snow ploughs working 
through the day and night to clear the roads, 
hundreds of motorists were unable to travel, 
and those who did were faced with treacher¬ 
ous conditions, leaving some stranded in 
their vehicles. 

But Cllr Carter said it should not just be 
down to the council to keep Kent on the move. 

He said it would cost £10m-£15m to buy 
equipment to improve the council’s ability to 
clear the roads - money that would have to 
be taken from other budgets. 


“Where would that get us?” he said on the 
BBC’s Inside Out programme. 

“Is this weather going to continue or could 
we be buying a lot of plant and machinery 
that is not going to be used for the next three, 
four or five years? 

‘Where is global warming going in the 
South East of England? Who knows? We 
don’t know.” 

Cllr Carter said the public needed to 
ensure their cars were better equipped. 

He said: “The whole of Scandinavia is cov¬ 
ered in snow every winter, and we’ve got to 
learn from the Scandinavians if we’re going 
to carry on having seriously snowy winters. 

“They would have a spare set of wheels 
with snow tyres on and when the weather 
gets unpleasant they would put their snow 
wheels with snow tyres on. 

“What the public can’t expect is to have clear 
black tarmac on 5,000 miles of Kent roads. 

“It’s a sheer impossibility. No matter how 
much money you throw at it. 

“I believe we’ve got to approach it from the 
other end and make sure our cars are better 
equipped to drive on snow.” 

Cllr Carter said he believed there was a 
greater improvement in the handling of the 
situation last week than last winter, but said 
the council could not do the “impossible”.

Convicted in his 
victim’s absence 

A FOLKESTONE man has been convicted 
of common assault and criminal damage 
after an innovative court case when the vic¬ 
tim could not attend in person. 

Student Alex Morris, 19, formerly of 
Shomcliffe Road, was given 70 hours com¬ 
munity service and told to pay £775 costs at 
Folkestone court. 

The outcome was possible because officers 
at Dover got a statement from the victim, a 
young child, at the time of the initial report. 

Other evidence was gathered to build a 
strong case which was pursued by the 
Crown Prosecution Service. 

Det Insp Jon Holl said: “A statement from 
a victim of domestic abuse taken at the time 
of the report enables the CPS to pursue a 
case even if the victim decides later not to 
support the prosecution.” 
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Potholes warning 

MOTORISTS are warned to brace themselves 
for the “worst ever pothole season”, say experts. 

Road maintenance campaign website 
Potholes.co.uk said it estimated that last win¬ 
ter British motorists paid out £320m in 
repairs for everything from wheels and tyres 
to suspension failure. 

“That figure could pail into insignificance,” 
warns Duncan McClure Fisher of Warranty 
Direct, which runs the site. 

“The roads are going to deteriorate incredi¬ 
bly quickly over the coming months. Given the 
severity and earlier than normal arrival of 
harsh wintry conditions, everything is point¬ 
ing towards a miserable period for motorists.” 

MP backs fees Bill 

TORY MP Rehman Chishti has backed con¬ 
troversial changes to university tuition fees. 

The Gillingham and Rainham MP spoke 
during Thursday’s Common’s debate as politi¬ 
cians discussed Government’s plans to raise 
tuition fees to a maximum of £9,000 a year. 

Mr Chishti said proposals to increase the 
payback threshold from £15,000 to £21,000 
“could only be a good thing”. 

He also said it was important for students to 
gain good GCSEs and A-levels with help from 
pupil premium for poorer school children so 
everyone had a chance to go to university.” 

Care home rally 

CAMPAIGNERS against the closure of a num¬ 
ber of council-run care homes for the elderly will 
demonstrate outside County Hall on Thursday. 

The rally, organised by the Kent local govern¬ 
ment branch of Unison, will start at 1pm and 
be followed by the presentation of a petition. 

KCC has earmarked four care homes for clo¬ 
sure and also plans to redevelop or sell a fur¬ 
ther seven. The council is due to make a final 
decision on the proposals next month.

A MIDWIFE is planning to 
launch a DVD that “glamorises” 
breastfeeding in a bid to get the 
Government to sit up and listen 
to her campaign. 

Virginia Howes, an independent midwife 
working across the county for the Kent 
Midwifery Practice, said she wants breast¬ 
feeding to be seen as the “normal” way to 
feed babies and lose any association with 
being “elitist or hippy”. 

Filming was set to begin on the DVD last 
Saturday at Femhurst House in Sevenoaks, 
but had to be cancelled due to the snow. 

However, Miss Howes was undeterred and 
said the Christmas theme would be 
swapped for a spring one and a new script 
and concept would be ready for April. 

“Breastfeeding needs to be normalised,” 
she said. “In order to make people sit up and 
take notice, I want to glamorise it. 

“The DVD will be sassy and funny, very 
tongue in cheek... showing it can be normal 
for a young, trendy woman and not just 
something that is elitist or hippy.” 

Miss Howes said the film will feature six 
main “sexy and sassy” breastfeeding moth¬ 
ers as well as up to 100 other women who 
want to take part and have contacted her via 
the social networking site Facebook. 

The Government has said that it wants to 
see more women breastfeeding their babies. 
Andrew Lansley, the health secretary, said 
workplaces should offer mothers private 
rooms where they can breastfeed or express 
milk, when he launched the Coalition’s pub¬ 
lic health white paper last month. 

But Miss Howes believes more needs to be 
done to improve the UK’s low rates of breast¬ 
feeding and boost children’s health. 

So far, Miss Howes has funded the project

out of her own pocket and intends to use 
social networking sites such as Facebook 
and online video site YouTube to promote 
the DVD. But she is hoping decision makers 
will take note and that the Government will 
commission her to produce more. 

“We believe seeing happy, smiling, formu¬ 
la-fed babies on TV advertising should be 
banned,” she said. “There is a need for a 
strong breastfeeding campaign, as was seen 
with the anti-smoking and seatbelt drive. 

Breastfeeding is a public health issue.” 

She said the National Childbirth Trust 
was behind her project and would be putting 
the film on its website. 

“I want as many people as possible to see 
the demo so we can go to the Government 
and say this is what we want to see more of 
- breastfeeding and not formula,” she said. 

Miss Howes shared her views on breast¬ 
feeding, adding: ‘When people say ‘breast is 
best’ it makes it seem like an elitist thing. 

‘You cannot always do the best, so you set¬ 
tle for what is okay, which is why women 
think it is okay to use formula. But you are

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Crime does pay as 
police benefit from 
criminals’ milli ons

POLICE have seized more than 
£6.2 million cash in 449 separate 
searches since April, 2008. 

More than half the money was grabbed at 
the county’s ports from people suspected of 
money-laundering, including at the Port of 
Dover - the busiest in Europe - and the 
Channel Tunnel in Folkestone. 

Two particularly high-value seizures - for 
£1.4m and £681,000 - account for a third of 
the massive haul. 

Det Insp Charlie Stokes said: “Criminals 
will often go to a great deal of trouble and 
elaborate lengths to conceal the proceeds of 
their crimes. 

“We’ve found money in a washing machine, 
golf clubs and sewn into cushions. 

“Officers will often be given implausible 
explanations as to why large sums of 
cash are being carried around, such as 
telling police they found £1.4m by the 
roadside behind a bush, but we are one 
step ahead of those who try to break the 
law and my message to them is that we will 
catch them.” 

Some £1.4m of the total haul was found in 
boxes in a van leaving the country from 
Dover in July, 2009 - believed to be the 


largest amount ever seized at a British port. 

The man caught with the cash, 39-year-old 
Nabil Zekari, was later jailed for four-and-a- 
half years. 

And in March last year £681,000 was 
found in a washing machine also leaving the 
country from Dover. 

El Hassan Bouhafna, 45, and Karim 
Bemia, 39, both from London, pleaded guilty 
at the Old Bailey to money-laundering and 
were jailed for 21 months and for four-and-a- 
half years respectively. 

The money was the profit from a cannabis 
racket and destined for Morocco. 

DI Stokes revealed that Kent Police 
receives half the money seized, while the 
remainder is handed over to the Home Office. 

He added: “When people carry large 
sums of cash it’s usually indicative of 
illegal activity such as money-laundering or 
drug-trafficking. 

“Anyone carrying more than £1,000 in cash 
when they arrive in or leave the country 
faces having it seized unless they can show 
they have the money for lawful purposes. 

“Officers seize cash coming into and leav¬ 
ing the country virtually every day. 

“They use their knowledge, based on years 
of experience, tip-offs and cash dogs to locate 
money.”

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Henry Ill’s fines of 
the month go online 


ANCIENT documents detailing 
money and favours owed to King 
Henry III have been resurrected to 
provide a glimpse into 13th centu¬ 
ry society, writes Marijke Cox. 

The rolls, which were written to record fines 
during the monarch’s 1216-72 reign, include 
material about the taxation of towns and the 
seizure of land. They have been translated 
from Latin into English and encoded elec¬ 
tronically, with search indexes so the 
public can view them online. 

The three-year project, by aca¬ 
demics at Canterbury Christ 
Church University, King’s 

College London and the 

National Archives, was funded 
with a £1 million grant from the 
Arts and Humanities Research 
Council. Entitled From Magna 
Carta to the Parliamentary 
State: The Fine Rolls of King 
Henry 1216-1272, the work aims 
to enhance understanding of 13th 
century politics. 

Dr Louise Wilkinson, a senior lecturer 
in medieval history at Christ Church, helped 
co-ordinate the project. 

She said: “One of the most rewarding things 
about working on this is the way in which it 
has not only greatly enriched our understand¬ 
ing of 13th century politics and society, but 
also yielded valuable information for commu¬ 
nities interested in uncovering information 
about their past.” 

The Fine Rolls of Henry III, which are pre¬ 



served in the National Archives at Kew, are 
written in Latin on parchment with one for 
every year of his 56-year reign. Some contain 
35,000 words and measure up to three metres 
in length. In total, the rolls contain two million 
words in 40,000 separate entries. 

The website allows users to look through 
digitalised images of the rolls and zoom in on 
particular entries. 

Project leader David Carpenter, professor of 
medieval history at King’s College London, 
said: “The project is a perfect example of a 
collaborative enterprise that develops 
and exploits technology to open up a 
historical source to a wide commu¬ 
nity of users.” 

Prof Carpenter said one ele¬ 
ment of the website is the Fine of 
the Month feature, which shows 
comments on discoveries in the 
rolls by communities about 
where they live. 

“Fine of the Month has been 
about places across the country 
and has furthered the impact of the 
project,” he said. “They deal with the 
development of general taxation and 
the emergence of the parliamentaiy state.” 

A Fine of the Month for November showed a 
new explanation of Archbishop Langton’s role 
in creating the Magna Carta. 

Others look at the persecution of the Jews, 
peasant uprisings and the position of women 
after the Magna Carta. To see the rolls, go to 
www.finerollshenry3.org.uk.

sup er-fast 

broadband 

SUPER-fast broadband needs to 
be arrive earlier than the 
Government’s five-year deadline 
if it is to help the economic recov¬ 
ery writes Steve Knight 

That is the view of former Sittingboume 
and Sheppey MP Derek Wyatt, who is the 
founder of the new Internet Policy Institute 
think tank and was once voted one of the 
top 100 internet visionaries in the world. 

Mr Wyatt was responding to an 
announcement by culture secretary Jeremy 
Hunt on Monday that every community in 
the UK will gain access to super-fast broad¬ 
band by 2015 - three years later than the 
previous Labour government proposed. 

“I think pushing it out to five years is too 
much,” he said. ‘We have to have fast broad¬ 
band speeds for the economy to stay as it is, 
so if we want to recover from the recession 
then we need them to be even faster. 

“We need to spend as fast as we can to 
extend the service because we risk being 
left behind if we don’t.” 

The Government hopes private-sector 
companies such as BT and Virgin Media 
will fund faster broadband to two-thirds of 
the UK while other, mainly rural areas will 
receive a share of £830 million public funds 
to build ‘digital hubs’ with fibre-optic inter¬ 
net connections. However, Mr Wyatt said it 
may make more financial sense for rural 
pubs, shops or post offices to host wireless 
broadband services which can then be 
linked to nearby homes and businesses. 

Since 2002, Kent County Council has 
provided grants to communities through¬ 
out the county that suffer from poor broad¬ 
band connectivity or none at all. 

For example, last July villagers in Iwade 
benefited from a £13,000 grant to pay for 
the extension of fibre from a telephone 
exchange in nearby Sittingboume. 

“You have to look at every community 
separately,” said Cllr Roger Clough, cabinet 
member for corporate support services. 

“The Government is on the right track 
and foresees an important role for local 
authorities because we know the areas well 
and we know it’s not quite one size fits all.”

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Justice is being done for our lifesavers

THREATENED with knives, ver¬ 
bally abused or spat at by drunk¬ 
en thugs - these are just some of 
the risks faced by ambulance 
crews on a typical week at work. 

But despite shocking figures showing 113 
attacks between April, 2009, and March, 
2010 - an average of two a week - staff at 
South East Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust (SECAmb) are celebrating after the 
number of successful prosecutions increased 
for a third year running, to 37. 

Although the figure is low, the trust says it 
shows the efforts made to tackle violence 
against workers in the region, which covers 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex. 

David Dixon, SECAmb’s local security 
management specialist, said he was pleased 
to see a rise in prosecutions. 


“We will continue to raise awareness and 
advise our staff that they don’t have to accept 
violent or abusive behaviour,” he said. 

In Snodland, near Medway, a patient was 
given a community order of 80 hours’ unpaid 
work and ordered to pay court costs after 
head-butting and kicking one of the ambu¬ 
lance crew in July, 2009. 

A man was also given a nine-month com¬ 
munity order and made to pay court fees and 
compensation after threatening a member of 
staff with a knife when they responded to his 
999 call in Margate, in August, 2009. 

A drunk patient was cautioned for common 
assault after verbally abusing and spitting in 
the face of a crew member in Dartford last April. 

And last September an intoxicated patient 
was given a 12-month conditional discharge 
and made to pay court costs and compensa¬ 
tion after assaulting one of the crew with a 
knife at an address in Dartford. 

Mr Dixon said: ‘Where possible, we will 
always work with the police and Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service to achieve the highest possi¬ 
ble sanctions against these individuals and

will also, where necessary, explore alternative 
measures available to us, such as private 
prosecutions, civil action, and Asbos which 
can be taken against those who threaten staff.” 

He said more staff were coming forward to 
report incidents rather than accept them as 
part of their jobs. 

“While one incident is an incident too 
many, an unusually low number of incidents 


could be because of a low reporting culture 
and a lack of faith by staff in an organisation 
doing everything possible to achieve sanc¬ 
tions against individuals,” he said. 

In 2007-08 there were 16 successful prose¬ 
cutions and in 2008-09 there were 35. 

This year, for the first time, total abuse fig¬ 
ures collated by the NHS security manage¬ 
ment service for the South East separated 
assaults into those which involved medical 
factors - 32 - and those which did not - 81. 

SECAmb has been working to stop abuse 
of NHS staff and supports a number of cam¬ 
paigns to reduce violence, including Your 
Choice of Treatment. 

The campaign’s posters are carried on a 
number of the Trust’s frontline vehicles to 
warn people that if they assault NHS work¬ 
ers they face prosecution or prison. 

SECAmb chief executive Paul Sutton said: 
“Ambulance staff deserve to be able to serve 
their communities in safety. We want to 
ensure our staff are able to provide the care 
they need to, and that patients receive this in 
a safe and secure environment.” 


One drop of blood helps babies get the treatment they need 


SCIENTISTS dedicated to tackling 
killer diseases from the first days of 
a baby’s life have stepped out from 
behind the microscope. 

Every year thousands of newborn 
babies in Kent are tested for illness¬ 
es such as cystic fibrosis and sickle 
cell disorders, with experts at GSTS 
Pathology’s ‘newborn bloodspot screen¬ 
ing’ team to thank for recognising 


the early symptoms and ensuring 
the necessary treatment is available. 

And last month the scientists in 
question met with mothers whose 
minds would have been put at rest 
by their work. 

‘We screen about 60,000 babies a 
year in Kent, Sussex and south-east 
London,” said director of newborn 
screening Fiona Carragher, whose 


team is based at St Thomas’ 
Hospital in Westminster. 

“Pathology can be thought of as a 
back-room service so we wanted to 
show people what science is doing to 
help the community. We are quite a 
big population in the NHS but we 
tend to be in the lab a lot so people 
don’t see us out in the wards. How¬ 
ever we play a vital part in healthcare. 


“I’ve had children and it’s reassur¬ 
ing to know a small amount of blood 
can make a massive difference.” 

Parents of every UK baby are 
offered a blood screening test within 
about five days of their child being 
bom, with the current take-up rate 
standing at more than 99 per cent. 

The GSTS unit is one of 13 in the 
country and the samples sent there 


are analysed for five different condi¬ 
tions - cystic fibrosis, sickle cell dis¬ 
orders, phenylkentonuria (PKU), 
congenital hyperthyroidism (CHT) 
and medium chain acyl coenzyme A 
dehydrogenase deficiency (MCADD). 

In the past year 175 samples test¬ 
ed positive for at least one illness, 
equating to one in 333 babies having 
potentially life-saving treatment.

County’s adult social care is ‘excellent’ 


ADULT social services in Kent are 
“performing well” according to a 
new report by the Care Quality 
Commission. 

The county council was rated as “excellent” 
in the categories of economic wellbeing, 
improving quality of life and making a posi¬ 
tive contribution, and also scored highly in 
other areas. 

It spells better news for an authority left 
reeling from the revelation last month that 
parts of its children’s social services depart¬ 
ment were “inadequate” - the finding of a 
two-week Ofsted inspection. 

“We have been making demanding chal¬ 
lenges of adult social services in the last year,”

said cabinet member for adult social services, 
Cllr Graham Gibbens. 

“It has had to make sure it works in a high¬ 
ly efficient way to save money, while also pro¬ 
viding quality help, support, guidance and 
information for all those who have a social 
care need - and for carers as well. 

“This assessment shows what an excellent 
job is being done. The hard work will continue 
- especially in those areas where we can make 
further improvements - to be as effective and 
efficient as we can be.” 

The role of adult social services is to provide 


services and support for the elderly, people 
with learning disabilities, those with a physi¬ 
cal or sensoiy disability, and those with men¬ 
tal health needs. 

But the department has been on the receiv¬ 
ing end of heavy criticism in recent months 
due to its proposals to either close, rebuild or 
sell care homes for the elderly 

A four-month consultation period ended on 
November 1 with the final decision due to be 
made next month. 

In the meantime the council is celebrating 
the findings of the CQC report, which also 
highlights particular strengths in protecting 
vulnerable adults from harm, supporting car¬ 
ers and more. 

Areas for improvement include the need for 


better feedback from users, and to reach the 
target of 30 per cent of eligible people receiv¬ 
ing personal care budgets by April, next year. 

Adult social services managing director 
Oliver Mills said: “We are all in this work to 
give Kent people the very best possible sup¬ 
port when they need it, and the assessment 
shows we have done this well. 

“It shows we are effective in the way we 
meet people’s needs, but the areas we will be 
concentrating on in the action plan also show 
there is no room for complacency 
“Our continued effort and our expertise will 
help us to make improvements.”

Holiday retreat 
trend adding to 
p ressure on the 

housing market 


KENT is becoming a haven for 
second-home buyers, fuelling 
fears that residents could be driv¬ 
en out by increasing house prices. 

Thanet, Swale and Dover are among the 
top 10 areas in the South East with the high¬ 
est percentage of holiday retreats. 

Dover, and Tonbridge and Mailing, have 
seen the highest increases in the last six 
years as people opt for rural or coastal prop¬ 
erties outside the city 

But despite the trend bringing money to 
the local property market, housing experts 
have warned the influx could have a damag¬ 
ing impact on communities. 

Warren Finney, regional manager for the 
National Housing Federation (NHF), said 
when the number of holiday homes increas¬ 
es, house prices are pushed up and local peo¬ 
ple - unable to afford the rising costs - are 
pushed out. 

Community 

“As families on moderate incomes and young 
people end up being priced out of their area, 
community life suffers with village shops, 
schools and pubs closing down,” he said. 

An NHF report, Home Truths, found that 
in Swale almost four per cent of all homes 
are second homes, in Dover 2.5 per cent, and 
Thanet just over two per cent. 

Only Chichester, in West Sussex, with 5.22 
per cent, and the Isle of Wight, with 5.12 per 
cent, had a higher percentage of second 
homes than Swale. 

Mr Finney said: “The South East as a 
whole has seen a huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of second homes in recent years. 

“In Kent, Tonbridge and Mailing, and 
Dover, have seen the largest increases 
between 2004 and 2009. 

‘When holiday homes begin to take over 
they can have a very damaging impact on 
communities, pushing up house prices and

pushing out local people who can’t afford to 
live there. Unless we build more affordable 
homes for local people, they will continue to 
be priced out and the countryside will 
increasingly become a place for the well-off to 
enjoy at weekends.” 

Mr Finney said to ensure the right num¬ 
ber of homes are built, local authorities 
need to develop an understanding of the 
extent of the housing need in their area and 
come up with action plans to deliver afford¬ 
able homes, which should be updated every 
three years. 

“Ashford council and Tunbridge Wells 
council are acting as trailblazers in this 
respect, having highlighted their commit¬ 
ment to rural communities through signing 
up to the federation's three-point rural hous¬ 
ing action plan,” he added. 

The average house price in Swale is 
£171,573, in Thanet £165,329 and Dover 
£178,050. 

In the South East, house prices have 
increased three times faster than incomes 
over the past 10 years, and in 2009 the aver¬ 
age cost to buy a property was about 11 
times higher than the regional income of 
£22,656. In rural areas it was 12 times more. 

The NHF said buyers looking to buy sec¬ 
ond home retreats out of the city are target¬ 
ing places in the South East rather than the 
traditional and expensive hotspots of 
Cornwall, Devon and north Norfolk. 

The organisation has suggested that a por¬ 
tion of council tax collected from second 
homes should go back to local communities 
through a fund for affordable housing. 
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Refurbished homes lifeline 
to be a bonus for councils 


EMPTY properties could become a lifeline 
for cash-strapped councils after Whitehall 
announced plans to include them in the 
money-for-new-houses scheme 

Under proposals published for consulta¬ 
tion, town halls could see a massive cash 
bonus where Government would match the 
additional council tax raised by every new 
property for the next six years. 

It would also top up council funding with 
£350 per home during that time. 

If plans go ahead, the New Homes Bonus - 
which was originally intended for new hous¬ 
es built as a way of increasing development - 
would include refurbished older properties 
made available for accommodation. 

On the five-year anniversary of Kent’s No 
Use Empty project, David Ireland, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Empty Homes Agency, welcomed 
the move and said it was illogical not to 
include long-term empty properties in the 
bonus scheme. 

“It makes sense. There are aspirations for 
thousands more houses and it should be that 


empty properties count towards that,” he 
said. “Government is giving direct funding to 
bring empty properties back into use and sec¬ 
ondly it is going to include long-term empty 
properties in the New Homes Bonus scheme 
which shows investment in communities.” 

The pioneering No Use Empty project, 
originally set up in 2005 by the county coun¬ 
cil and now run by Kent’s 12 district and bor¬ 
ough authorities, smashed its targets with 
one in six properties across the county being 
salvaged. 

Since it was launched, 1,266 long-term - at 
least six months - empty buildings have 
been turned into homes. 

Across Kent there are 9,000 empty proper¬ 
ties falling into disrepair, denying people 
much-needed homes and affecting communi¬ 
ties by attracting vandalism, squatters and 
antisocial behaviour. 

No Use Empty invites property owners to 
get help and advice as well as providing a 
loan to help them finance refurbishments 
and make properties habitable again. 


■ THE 107th Bishop of Rochester 
is being inaugurated this week¬ 
end. The Rt Rev Janies Henry 
Langstaff was due to be welcomed 
with a service of celebration at 
Rochester Cathedral on Saturday. 

He takes over from Dr Michael Nazir- 
Ali, who retired last year. The diocese 
represents about 1.2 million people liv¬ 
ing in a region that Bexley, Bromley, 
Medway, Gravesham, Dartford and 
most of west Kent. 

A THANET man will appear in 
court on Monday charged with 
the attempted murder of his 
estranged wife. Gary Peterson, 39, 
from Margate, is accused of stabbing 
his former partner in Westgate-on-Sea, 
on Tuesday, November 23. He is on 
remand and will appear at Maidstone 
Crown Court. His victim is recovering 
from her injuries. 


Consultation row 

A COUNCIL leader has been attacked for 
questioning the worth of public consultation. 

Thanet council’s Bob Bayford (Con) made 
the remarks while discussing Margate 
seafront at a joint transportation meeting. 

He said: “It’s ridiculous. People in Thanet 
don’t know the meaning of congestion. They 
don’t know they’re bom. We consult to death. 

“I don’t see why you should have to consult 
that widely. If you need to consult, boil it down 
to the key points because it rambles on and I 
can’t see the point. Experts have already 
worked out the major points. We bend over 
backwards to ask everyone what they think. 

“The Government promised to cut down on 
public consultation. Decisions should be left to 
elected members.” 

Labour’s Cllr Peter Campbell said: “I was 
astounded by his comments and the attitude 
towards the people of Thanet they reveal.”

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Tales of horror revealed by relatives of elderly NHS patients 


‘The look of fear in her 
face will stay with me’

A HOSPITAL trust is under fire 
after shocking accounts of poor 
care of the elderly were uncovered 
by a patients’ lobby group. 

The Patients Association revealed 17 cases 
where relatives were unhappy with the treat¬ 
ment of their sick loved ones, with complaints 
of alleged neglect and a lack of basic care. 

Two of the accounts focused on the Princess 
Royal University Hospital in Orpington, 
where families criticised the NHS for the way 
it dealt with elderly people. 

Lisa Cumbers, daughter of Joan Hilleard, 
from Sevenoaks, spoke to the Patients 
Association about the way her mother was 
treated after she had a stroke in July, 2009. 

“I was horrified at her deterioration as it 
seemed that she was starving to death,” she 
said. “When I visited my mother there were 
often yoghurt pots or juice containers with 
the foil lids still on. If I had not come in that’s 
how they would have remained. 

“Taking into consideration that my mother 
was paralysed in the right arm I think this 
was cruel and unacceptable.” 

Mrs Cumbers said after speaking to a con¬ 
sultant about her mother he told her that if 
Mrs Hilleard wanted to starve to death then 
it was up to her. 

She also claims to have been treated 
insensitively after her mother’s death, 
where belongings were screwed up in a bag 
with juice cartons, and she was not offered

the opportunity to see her mother’s body. 

“I hope other relatives and carers are not 
put through the same experience,” said Mrs 
Cumbers. “My mother did not deserve this 
and the memory of the look of fear in her face 
will remain with me for the rest of my life.” 

Another case highlighted by the Patients 
Association was of Albert Battey, who died in 
the Princess Royal University Hospital in 
November, 2009, aged 85, after receiving 
treatment for heart related issues, prostate 
cancer and acute kidney failure. 

His daughter Ann Frost complained about 
the management of her father’s condition, the 
careless way staff handled him despite his 
skin being fragile due to steroid drugs, and 


bandages on his wounds not being changed. 

She also claimed her father was not helped 
when needing toilet facilities. 

Mrs Frost said: “I remember going to see 
dad on one occasion and he said he needed to 
pass water. I was present when he asked, he 
was just told ‘don’t worry about it’ which 
meant he had no choice but to wet the bed.” 

She added: “Patients are not about targets 
and ticking boxes they are living, breathing 
human beings who suffer pain and fear like 
the rest of us and in the 21st century no-one 
should suffer poor treatment in hospital or 
anywhere else, especially if they are obvious¬ 
ly nearing the end of their lives.” 

The accounts were recorded by the Patients 
Association and form the charity’s Listen to 
Patients, Speak up for a Change report. 

Chief executive of the charity, Katherine 
Murphy, said it was clear from these accounts 
that too many patients were being let down. 

“Surely the essentials of nursing care are 
what every patient deserves and should get?” 
she said. “It’s a scandal and it’s outrageous 
that it has been persisting for years. Families 
are left with a life sentence of grief, with no 
lessons learnt and the failings continuing. 

“The people who wrote these stories were 
not asking for the Earth. They just wanted 
their relatives to be cared for, to have their 
basic needs met, for staff to show their loved 
ones kindness and compassion.” 

The South London Healthcare Trust, which 
oversees the Orpington hospital, failed to 
respond to the Patients Association report. 

The Trust also failed to respond when given 
the opportunity to comment by KoS.

PC braves the 
snow to help 
save sick baby 

A POLICE officer risked deep snowdrifts 
and a steep, icy hill to reach a child in 
Dungeness who was struggling to breathe. 

PC Ian Clark, normally based at Folke¬ 
stone police station but working out of Lydd 
because of the weather, was the first on the 
scene on Thursday last week during the 
worst of the snowfall, after getting the call 
at about 2.40pm. 

He was able to treat the 
13-month-old infant until 
an ambulance arrived, 
when the child was taken 
to hospital and is now 
safe and well. 

PC Clark, who is also a 
volunteer community res¬ 
ponder for Romney Marsh 
with the South East DC cDruvincD. 
Coast Ambulance Service, Jr 
said: “I’m team leader for ^ Ian Clark 
our area, so knowing what the marsh is like 
for ambulance cover and the bad weather, I 
asked my management if I could book some 
time with the ambulance while on duty 
with the police. 

“Then we got this call to Dungeness - the 
weather was bad and we had to walk over 
the hill to the house. It was just too bad to 
drive up and over in a normal car.” 

The volunteers they are trained in basic 
life support. 

He said: “The 13-month-old was on the 
settee and breathing very fast, almost like a 
dog panting. We tried to provide oxygen 
therapy for the infant until the ambulance 
crew arrived and just basically keep mum 
and patient calm and did what we could.” 

Paramedic Clive Goddard then arrived 
driving the ambulance to take the child to 
the William Harvey Hospital in Ashford, 
where it has since made a full recovery. 

PC Clark, who lives in Lydd, said: “In 
February we had similar conditions and I 
dealt with calls, but this was the first time 
I’ve done so while on duty with the police. 

“Community responders work on the 
basis of being within 10-minutes of your 
home address so you can get to local calls.”

CROSS ABOUT CROSSING 


Gravesham council leader MIKE SNELLING says the Lower Thames Crossing 
is a flawed, costly and damaging concept that would devastate his borough 

F EW people, if anyone at all, 
would dispute the need for 
another TTiames crossing to 
avoid a future of fumes and 
fuming at a jammed Dartford 
tunnel and Queen Elizabeth II bridge. 

So it is right that the Department of Transport 
should be studying, yet again, what has become 
known as the Lower Thames Crossing. And it is 
understandable that Kent and Essex county 
councils are keen to be involved. 

In Gravesham, we have never denied 
there is a problem of capacity at ^ 

Dartford, but are utterly against a ^ 
proposal which could sacrifice this 
borough’s rural areas so needlessly. 

Although understanding and 
respecting the concerns of my 
Dartford council colleagues, it can 
clearly be argued that the most 
logical thing to do is increase 
capacity at the existing crossings, 
although as it stands there would 
be air quality issues of yet more traf¬ 
fic concentrated in one area. But 
these could be overcome by getting rid 
of the toll booths. Pragmatically, in this 
new financial world, the charges will stay. 

Not only would this be far cheaper than what is 
being proposed, it would yield results far sooner. 

It makes no sense - and we have seen no evi¬ 
dence to the contrary - to have a hugely expensive 
crossing and a vast swathe of new motorway 
across Gravesham’s countryside. Countryside, it 
has to be said, which is cited as being of major sci¬ 
entific, landscape and wildlife interest. 

Kent and Essex county councils have commis¬ 
sioned a technical study of the possible options for 
either a tunnel or a bridge and that study tends to 
plump for a crossing east of Gravesend, across the 
marshes and just to the west of Shome Woods 
Country Park where it would join the A2. 

The original ambition was to link the other side 
to the Mil but this is no longer specified in the 
proposals, leading to the concern that if it is not to 
be the Mil, why Gravesend? Or are the costs just 
too frightening? Or are we in danger of creating 
the Road to Nowhere? Instead the report concen- 
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trates on its preferred option with a capital cost of 
building a bridge set at a little over a billion 
pounds and a tunnel a further quarter of a billion 
- £1,280 million. 

You can add to that any new road costs which 
could easily double or triple the price tag. 

But if the financial uncertainty of this option 
was not sufficient argument to defeat the case, 
surely that is trumped by the overriding concerns 
of the environmental impact such a crossing and 
its attendant highways would have on the coun¬ 
tryside and the villages east of Gravesend. 

The report rejects Dartford as a possibility but 
doesn’t give any reasons. Because of wildlife 
:onsiderations alone the first step in any 
proposal would be to justify why no 
other route is feasible. 

The map which was, briefly, pub¬ 
lished by Kent County Council 
showed a broad, dotted red line 
which appeared to cut Chalk 
church from its parish, ploughed 
on through the fields to the A2 and 
in its wake drove a coach and hors¬ 
es through wetland habitats of 
international importance. 

We have suffered in north Kent 
from some extraordinarily nonsensi¬ 
cal proposals from the outside world - 
from the Cliffe airport scheme successful¬ 
ly opposed by Medway Council with 
Gravesham’s support, to the Boris Island estu¬ 
ary airport scheme, which was stillborn yet 
refuses to lie down. 

To a large extent this reflects the paradox of 
‘localism’ where there are strategic authorities 
pursuing strategic objectives, and boroughs like 
Gravesham where my clear duty as leader is to 
protect the residents who elected me. 

Thus opposition to those projects - and to this - 
has been across the political divide and is certain 
to remain so. With the imminent publication of 
the localism bill, we should be querying what 
localism actually means and amounts to. 

We at Gravesham will ensure local views are 
not ignored and shall continue to press our case 
all the way along every avenue open to us. 

We are implacably opposed to any scheme which 
threatens to destroy historic rural areas for rea¬ 
sons which are at best flawed and at worst unaf¬ 
fordable and unnecessary. 
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Future not so bright 
for schools after all 

BUILDING Schools for the Future always 
seemed too good to be true and as Kent 
County Council leader Paul Carter said, 
perhaps a little extravagant. 

But for parents and staff, the prospect of 
having brand-new facilities overshadowed 
doubts that refurbishing every secondary 
school in the country might not be feasible. 

And for those schools in desperate need 
of repairs, it seemed only right that the 
Government should help bring facilities up 
to 21st century standards. 

But with the true extent of financial pres¬ 
sures being realised and deep cuts being 
announced, the £55 billion Building Schools 
for the Future project was never going to con¬ 
tinue, even though it was a worthy scheme. 

But it was unfair to cancel the projects 
for those schools that were in advanced 
stages of the programme. 

It meant years of wasted time and money 
drawing up plans only for them to be snatched 
away just months before they were carried out. 

Not only has this left schools feeling let 
down and with buildings falling to bits, but 
Kent County Council is faced with a mas¬ 
sive bill paying aborted fees to contractors. 

It’s not the taxpayers’ fault the scheme 
was scrapped, so residents should not 
have to fork out towards a £10 million bill 
ultimately caused by Government. 

The county has already had to accept 
that secondary schools will not be refur¬ 
bished, so to burden people with this bill 
would be another kick in the teeth. 

Kent sign language 
deserves a big hand 

WITH the range of different accents in the 
south of England it’s good to hear Kent has 
its own version of sign language, too. 

But unfortunately the county-grown 
language is now on the endangered list 
as most people opt to use the run-of-the- 
mill British version. 

It seems a shame to let this go to waste 
after centuries of baffling our UK-counter- 
parts with ‘foreign’ signing.

‘Mafia grip’ of the 
supermarkets 

The bad weather has predictably caused 
problems with food supplies to the county 
as well as the rest of the country. 

For three days some stores in Kent have 
been without milk because it is delivered 
daily from Northampton. 

Once we had local dairy farms and dairies 
that provided a more reliable service to the 
shopping public, but that is no more. 

The rampant greed and stupidity of the 
big supermarket chains has got farmers and 
producers by the throats and wiped out 
local producers. So in times of stress we all 
suffer and go without.

The British farming industry will soon be 
gone forever, making us reliant on imports 
and food shops will be empty on a regular 
basis.

Show goodwill to 
county producers 

Food inevitably occupies our minds 
more than usual at this time of year.

The benefit to those who buy 
locally is not only great-tasting, 
healthy food, but the knowledge we 
are supporting the local economy and 
reducing food miles. Only 19 per cent 
of this country’s food outlets are 
non-supermarket, and just three 
per cent of those are farm shops. 

Of course, attempts to buy locally 
can be frustrating. Some shops make 
a token gesture - the procurement 
of a few local items in order to justify 


a marketing slogan. So helping 
encourage good intentions to become 
reality will require some pester power. 
Ask where the food you are buying 
comes from. 

Please also support farmers’ markets 
- a great source of local food - and 
investigate your local farm shop. In the 
run up to Christmas use your buying 
power to make a difference.

FOR the second time in less 
than a year parts of Kent have 
been halted by snowfall. 

No wonder then that UK auction special¬ 
ist BCA has reported 4x4 values are up. 

And, coming so soon after the big freeze of 
January and February this year, the latest 
snowfalls have convinced many drivers in 
rural areas that 4x4 is now a necessity 
rather than a bit of a pose. 

A spokesman for BCA, which has a site at 
Paddock Wood, said the sudden drop in

temperature had boosted values by around 
five per cent in November against the pre¬ 
vious month. 

He said: “Nothing makes a four-wheel 
drive more attractive than a dusting of 
snow, and the recent weather has certainly 
stirred interest in 4x4s.” 

It also marks rehabilitation for the type; 
from being the darling of the motor market, 
it had became the demon, with the worst 


examples being labeled ‘gas guzzlers’ as 
environmental awareness grew and the 
recession also drove down values. 

But the point arrived where values had 
fallen so far below the market norm that 
they became bargains, especially as temper¬ 
atures plummeted earlier this year. 

Top tips on buying used: 

• Do your homework - with fuel prices 
poised to go higher, a big petrol 4x4 
won’t be a bargain even if you buy it for 
a knockdown price. 

• Check LPG conversions properly - 


some big petrol examples will have 
been converted to run on liquid petro¬ 
leum gas (LPG) to cut running costs 
and emissions, but not all of these 
installations are trouble-free, so make 
sure you go for a decent test drive. 

• Consider an LPG conversion though - 
if you can buy a quality petrol 4x4 
cheaply enough it might be worth pay¬ 
ing £1,500-2,000 for a conversion, 
which will halve your fuel bills. 

• Buy top spec - with prices relatively

low, you want as much luxury as possible to 
justify what may still be high running costs. It 
will also be worth more if you need to sell 
when the weather gets better. 

• Look underneath - 4x4s are designed for 
knocks, but check the underside and sus¬ 
pension for damage. 

• Tow bars - if you need one, then fine. But 
they can signal higher wear on rear end 
mechanicals from pulling a big caravan, 
boat or trailer. 

If buying new, the Land Rover Discovery and 
its ability to seat seven is a best-seller in the 
go-anywhere/conquer-all sector, but you don’t 
need the two-tonne mass of serious off-roaders 
to conquer the worst of the snow. 

Consider instead the handier appeal of LR’s 


smaller Freelander 2 or ‘soft-roaders’ like the 
Mitsubishi Outlander, or the 4x4 version of the 
Japanese marque’s new ASX crossover. 

The crossover niche - part SUV/4x4, part 
MPV and part family hatchback - was all 
started by the Nissan Qashqai, which is 
another potential snow-basher in 4x4 form. 

Skoda also has the affordable and brilliantly 
named Yeti (front page picture); the 4x4 ver¬ 
sion will leave a firm footprint on snow. 

Other smaller 4x4 SUVs and crossovers to 
consider include the Ford Kuga, VW Tiguan, 
Vauxhall Antara, Chevrolet Captiva, Kia 
Sorento and Sportage, Hyundai ix35 and 
Santa Fe, Citroen C-Crosser, Peugeot 4007, 
Honda CR-V, Lexus RX, Nissan X-Trail, 
Toyota Urban Cruiser and RAV4, Subaru 
Forester and Volvo S60.

FOR £3,000 or even less, consider the 
following rough tough options:

ability. Decor is more ‘bordello’ than

RANGE ROVER - three grand buys a 
smart late 90s/00s RR with diesel or 
petrol/LPG. Luxury and swank value out¬ 
weighs flakey reliability. 

KIA SORENTO (2003-2010) - the badge 
has no street cred, but you can have a 
late plate 4x4 for a small outlay. 

NISSAN TERRANO (1993-2006) - no 
looker and street cred is low, but it is a 
smaller yet genuine off-roader. Look out 
for even cheaper Ford Maverick clones 
on early plates. 

ISUZU TROOPER (up to 2003)/Vauxhall 
Monterey - not the most refined on road, 
but dependable. Three grand buys a 
decent diesel with all the gear. 

JEEP CHEROKEE (1993-2001) - interior 
is rubbish and it is agricultural, but it is 
tough and looks the part and you get lots 
for your money. Only two engines worth 
considering: the 4.0 petrol - you will 
hurry to convert this to LPG - and the 
noisy, but powerful 2.5 diesel. 

JEEP GRAND CHEROKEE (1994-99) - a 
‘poor man’s Range Rover’ with lots of kit 
and luxury, though suspect interior 

NISSAN PATROL (1998-present) - seen 
on newsreels with ‘UN’ printed on the 
side. It is unrefined, but hard to beat for 
affordable 4x4 ability.

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Flagship centre’s jobs 
blow to postal workers

HUNDREDS of postal workers will 
lose their jobs when a new flagship 
mail sorting centre is built in Kent. 

Royal Mail bosses have decided to push ahead 
with plans to close four regional sorting offices 
and nine delivery offices. 

As a result, about 400 of its 3,700 employees 
across Kent will be made redundant during the 
next two years. Royal Mail says it hopes to avoid 
compulsory redundancies during its modernisa¬ 
tion plans. 

But the Communication Workers’ Union 
(CWU), which represents postal workers, doesn’t 
believe this will be possible and fears further job 
cuts in future. Royal Mail announced on Friday, 
last week, that its proposal for a new super sort¬ 
ing office have been approved. 

Transferred 

The company wants to start operating the flag¬ 
ship centre in Rochester from 2012. This would 
make sorting offices in Tonbridge, Dartford, 
Maidstone and Canterbury obsolete. 

But the offices in Tonbridge, Dartford and 
Canterbury will be retained as mail centres for 
deliveries, with work from smaller delivery cen¬ 
tres transferred to them. 

The delivery office in Tunbridge Wells will 
close, with its work going to the Tonbridge cen¬ 
tre. Swanscombe, Longfield, Erith, Bexley and 
Belvedere delivery offices will move to the 
Dartford mail centre site. 

And Whitstable and Heme Bay’s delivery 
offices will be transferred to Canterbury 

The office in Maidstone will be sold, but a new 
mail centre will be set up in the county town.

Tom Willis, Royal Mail’s South East operations 
director, said: “This decision represents a £70 
million investment to modernise Royal Mail 
operations in Kent through new technology and 
working conditions for our people. This will 
enable us to invest in new, purpose-built build¬ 
ings incorporating energy-saving measures and 
help us to reduce vehicle mileage by 600,000 
miles a year. 

“The new sites will house the latest machines 
for sorting mail, and we will be investing in more 
handheld tracldng devices and a range of new 
delivery equipment better suited to the mix of 
mail we are now delivering to customers, which 
includes more packages and parcels.” 

Sir John Stanley, the MP for Tonbridge and 
Mailing, who has campaigned for the Tonbridge 
centre to be retained and compulsory redundan¬ 
cies avoided, welcomed the news. 


He said: “I have fought hard to keep the 
Tonbridge centre. I am sorry to see other delivery 
centres being closed, but pleased there will be 
work transferred to Tonbridge from Tunbridge 
Wells and investment in automation.” 

But Dave Banbury, secretary of the Kent 
branch of the CWU, said the job losses will be a 
further blow to the already low morale among 
postal workers. 

He said: “We are concerned about the job loss¬ 
es as we do not think 400 people will be willing 
to volunteer for redundancy, so there may have 
to be compulsory redundancies. Royal Mail can 
offer alternative jobs in deliveries, but they may 
not be appropriate for people in their 50s and 60s 
who have spent years working in sorting offices 
and cannot carry large mail bags around. 

“Workers have known about the plans for some 
time so are not shocked by the news, but there 
are concerns about their futures. 

Campaign 

“And we are not sure if the 400 job cuts will be 
the end of this or if more jobs will be lost in 
future years. Morale has been low among postal 
workers for some time and this will not help.” 

Mr Banbury added: “The CWU has also not 
accepted the closure of Whitstable and Heme 
Bay delivery offices. We are supporting cam¬ 
paigns to keep these offices open. We are con¬ 
cerned for our members and the public, who 
would have to drive into Canterbuiy, where 
parking is hard, to collect packages and parcels.” 

Royal Mail says it has been forced to consoli¬ 
date its sorting offices into one giant centre 
because of the reduction in the number of people 
sending letters. 

Mr Willis said: "By asking people to demon¬ 
strate a reasonable flexibility, we expect that 
everyone who wants to remain in Royal Mail will 
be able to do so.”

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Arctic weather adds to 
the economic storms 


LAST week's heavy snow and freezing temperatures 
were a big blow to Kent businesses already struggling 
in the tough economic climate, writes Jon Contes 


A business expert says the retail 
and tourism sectors were hit 
hardest in what is normally the 
start of a busy festive season. 

Jo James, the chief executive of 
Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, has called for central 
and local government to look at 
how they can keep Kent's trans¬ 
port. infostructure open if the 
wintry conditions return. 

She said: “I don’t think there 
were many businesses in the 
county not affected by the weath¬ 
er. It had a big impact on the 
county at a time when businesses 
are suffering. 

'This needs to be looked at 
urgently. Every time we get snow 
everything grinds to a halt, with 
trains and roads being unusable. 

“Businesses need to be able to 
rely on the transport, infrastruc¬ 
ture as a lot of time has been lost 
through cancelled meetings. 

“When we had simitar problems 
in January there was talk of our 
rail operators learning lessons, 
but this hasn’t happened." 

And the big freeze has left retail 
and tourism sectors counting the 
cost at a crucial time. 

Ms James said: “Retail and 
tourism need people to come to 
them, so were the hardest hit.” 


As a result of the Arctic weath¬ 
er, thousands of workers across 
the county were unable tt) get to 
offices, leaving companies facing a 
wage cost for ‘snow days’. 

But an expert in employment law 
warned that employees should not 
just expect to be paid regardless 
and nets] to check their contract 
before deciding to stay at homc. 

James Willis, senior associate at 
law Firm Thomson Snell & 
Passmont\ said: Tt is arguable 
that if an employee has not per¬ 
formed his normal duties, he is 
not entitled to his normal wage. 
However, this issue has not really 
been tested before the courts, 

“Because the position, is less 
than dear, it's important that peo¬ 
ple familiarise themselves with 
any specific policies their employ¬ 
ers may have in place to cover sit¬ 
uations such as tills. 

“Employees need to ensure they 
comply with such policies and act 
reasonably. This means making 
reasonable attempts to attend 
work and ctioporating with any 
requests to undertake work from 
home, if appropriate. 

“Then there is every chance 
their employers will be under¬ 
standing of the situation and con¬ 
tinue to pay them as norm:!],’' 1 
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SNOW and ice has clobbered Kent’s 
businesses, witb retailers and restau¬ 
rant and bar owners among the worst 
hit. Some estimates place the total commercial 
loss across the South 
East at near £140 million. 

But with more snow 
predicted this winter, 
have Kent's businesses 
learnt from the freeze? 

David Armstrong (pic¬ 
tured right}, associate 
director at Kent-based 
risk and insurance spe¬ 
cialists Belmont 

International, fears not. 

He said: “Kent's busi¬ 
ness owners and managers are a resilient 
bunch, but unfortunately this means they will 
often just pick themselves up and get back to 
business, suffering the same problems when 
bad weather returns. 

“Some may see the measures needed to pre¬ 
pare for bad weather as costly, but compared 
with lost trade, continuity and customer serv¬ 
ice, the simple steps that could be taken are 
relatively cheap.” 

He said insurers and brokers offer clients 
advice and checklists on basic precautions 
against freezing weather, but here are just a 
few examples to consider 

* A building maintenance review, checking 
roofs, drains and gutters. 

* Check water tanks and pipes are lagged. 

* Drain the water system in unoccupied prop¬ 
erties or keep the heating on, remembering to 
advise insurers if a building is to remain unoc¬ 
cupied for more than 28 days, 

■ Keep the heating on if the building has a wet 
pipe sprinkler system. 

* Keep stock that can be affected by water 
damage off the floor. 

* If possible, install automatic control valves 
designed to detect bursts and cut off the water, 
*■ if pipes freeze, do not apply heat as this can 
cause them to burst. 

* Ensure antifreeze in company vehicles is reg¬ 
ularly checked. 

* The legal minimum tyre tread is 1.6mm, but 
during winter a minimum of 3mm is essential, 

* Employers need to consider the safety of 
staff and visitors attending premises, This 
could involve adequate gritting, 

*■ Risk assessments must be undertaken for 
slips, and for businesses working in hazardous 
areas such as construction or working at 
height, a decision will need to be made as to 
whether work should be suspended. 

* An assessment should be made on whether 
to send Staff home early if dangerous weather 
is forecast. 

* Keep emergency contact numbers - insur¬ 
ance, plumber, electrician - close to hand. 
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SMALLER companies are being 
urged not to neglect credit checks dur¬ 
ing the Christmas rush. Carole Hughes, 
MD at debt collection agency Daniels 
Silverman, said: “As the Christmas season 
goes into full swing and businesses and 
consumers rush to beat the VAT increase, 
many SMEs will neglect credit checking. 

“However, they do so at their peril and 
will pay the price later as customers 
default on payments for goods received in 
December. We see many SMEs that, 
buoyed by the prospect of a sale, have 
failed to follow fundamental credit checks 
to ensure they are dealing with a rep¬ 
utable company or individual, capable of 
fulfilling the payment terms agreed. 

“A company working on a 20 per cent 
profit margin which incurs a bad debt of 
£20,000 will need fully paid up new sales 
of £100,000 to recover from the loss.” 

■ HOTEL chain Travelodge has 
acquired the former Kent 
International Hotel in Ramsgate and 
started a £2 million refurbishment. 

The building overlooks the harbour 
and marina and comprises 57 en 
suite-bedrooms, restaurant, atrium 
bar, club bar, banqueting suite, and 
three large meeting rooms. It is now 
closed until summer 2011 for a 
makeover and will re-open with 68 
bedrooms. 

Travelodge has more than 450 hotels 
in the UK and is leasing the hotel 
from the Trustees of Morden College, 
who bought the hotel after former 
owner Rosslane Investments went 
into receivership earlier this year. 

■ HADLOW College is to stage another 
Fresh Start open evening to attract 
new talent - young and old - to farming. 

The college has a new maximum ranking 
from education watchdog Ofsted after 
being of the verge of collapse just a few 
years ago, a turnaround mirrored by agri¬ 
culture itself, which is tipped to boom with 
greater demand for UK food production. 

The informal meeting at the college, from 
7pm on February 10, is designed to appeal 
particularly to those already in education, 
those who have always been fascinated by 
farming, and those who left the industry 
but want to come back. To confirm atten¬

■ PLANS by the Government to 
create the best superfast broad¬ 
band network in Europe by 2015 have 
been welcomed by the Confederation 
of British Industry. 

A CBI spokesman said: “Now, more 
than ever, it is crucial that the UK can 
compete for business and drive eco¬ 
nomic growth on the basis of its digi¬ 
tal infrastructure, particularly in 
industries where we have a natural 
strength such as the creative sectors. 

“Government must now work with 
private sector operators to ensure 
they have the framework they require 
to invest with certainty and confi¬ 
dence in the UK market.” 

■ PLUMBING Trade Supplies (PTS) on 
the Deacon Trading Estate, Aylesford, 
is passing on green expertise to support 
students on the domestic plumbing course 
at Mid Kent College. 

Students completing the L3 Domestic 
Plumbing course now need to complete 
additional units on solar power and energy 
efficiency. Paul Johnson, manager at PTS 
Aylesford, said: “It’s important for the next 
generation to learn about renewable ener¬ 
gy technology from the very beginning to 
make it a part of their service as standard, 
rather than seeing it as a specialist area.” 

Stuart Nice of MidKent College, said: 
“Renewable energy is really the future of 
the plumbing and heating industry so it is 
vital that we work now to both educate 
and inspire the students.” 


Chocks away for Olympics 


BIGGIN Hill Airport has submit¬ 
ted a bid to become a gateway for 
the London 2012 Olympic Games, 
which would create up to 75 tem¬ 
porary jobs, writes Jon Coates. 

It is seeking approval from landlord 
Bromley council to extend its opening hours 
and carry fare-paying passengers during the 
global sports showpiece. If given the go-ahead, 
airport bosses say they will have to recruit 
additional staff to operate longer hours and 
handle the added security checks needed. 

The former wartime fighter station has a 
125-year lease with strictly enforced opening 
hours and regulations, which include a ban on 
passengers using the airport if they have paid 
a fare. But to be a gateway for athletics teams, 
governments and sponsor companies, airport 
managers say they will need more flexible 
operating hours and regulations. 

A spokesman said: “During the Olympics, 
many events go on until late evening and pro¬ 
gramme highlights will frequently be at week¬ 
ends, which is why the airport is proposing to 
amend the opening hours for this time.” 

He said Biggin Hill was bidding to be a gate¬ 
way for London 2012 to help meet the demand

for flights to and from the capital before, dur¬ 
ing and after the Games. 

Olympics planners see Biggin Hill as a key 
site due to its extensive areas for aircraft park¬ 
ing. Airport bosses have submitted a bid to relax 
its opening hours and passenger restrictions 
from Friday, July 13, until September 23,2012. 

They estimate an extra 21 business flights a 
day would use Biggin Hill during the 
Olympics, in addition to the average 32 per 
day at present. The airport spokesman said 
this level was well below its authorised num¬ 
ber of flights and well below its maximum 
daily rate at peak times of the year. 

Biggin Hill would also not be looking to 


accept passenger services but just business 
jets that could carry a few fare-paying passen¬ 
gers. It wants to extend its operating hours on 
weekdays, currently 6.30am to 10pm, by an 
extra hour to allow flights up until 11pm. 

And it wants to alter weekend opening hours 
from 9am to 8pm, to 6.30am to 11pm. 

Airport chiefs have also proposed that a £3 
departure tax be payable on all air taxis dur¬ 
ing the Olympics and a flight tax payable on 
all flights landing outside present operating 
hours. The revenue would go to Bromley coun¬ 
cil, in addition to the rent and share of rev¬ 
enues it already receives. 

The spokesman said: “Businesses operating 
at the airport in the highly-skilled area of avi¬ 
ation engineering will also benefit, as will lots 
of suppliers of service and goods to flights and 
customers at the airport.” 

A decision from the council has been request¬ 
ed by December 23 to allow forward planning 
to proceed, as the Government needs to know 
airport capacities for the Games by January 7. 
• Biggin Hill this week appointed Jenny 
Munro as its new managing director. She 
will join the airport from Dubai 
International Airports on March 1, where 
she is vice-president of development. 


Town on the fast track sees quick return 


HIGH-speed rail services mark 
their first anniversary on Monday, 
with one town in particular hav¬ 
ing special reason to cheer. 

Journey times 
from Ashford to 
London were 

slashed to just 37 
minutes, giving 
the town a crucial 
competitive edge 
in attracting and 
retaining busi¬ 
ness and 

investors, accord¬ 
ing to business 
leaders. Their 
optimism would seem to be well 
founded. A recent study showed 
that towns connected to a new 
high-speed line saw economic 
activity rise by at least 2.7 per 
cent over nearby rivals. The 
research - by the London School 


of Economics and Political 
Science, and the University of 
Hamburg - also showed a direct 
correlation between increased 
market access 
through high¬ 
speed rail and a 
rise in GDP - 
and Ashford is 
already seeing 
evidence of how 
HS1 is boosting 
the town’s 
investment 
potential. 

Paul Wookey, 
chief executive of 
Locate in Kent, said: “We have a 
healthy pipeline of companies 
with potential projects looking at 
the area which represent an 
increase on figures this time last 
year. Our 2010 Perception Study 
indicated that companies that

investors and advisers.” 

Ashford commuters got their first 
taste of high-speed domestic travel 
in June, last year, when 
Southeastern introduced a preview 


timetable. By the time the full 
timetable was launched on 
December 13, the number of Ashford 
passengers using high-speed trains 
had increased by 120 per cent. At 
least 200,000 passengers are now 
travelling from Ashford by high¬ 
speed train eveiy week, accounting 
for 50 per cent of all journeys from 
the town to the capital.

OR a woman single-minded enough to 
become, at 37, the youngest ever president 
other local chamber of commerce and a 
senior partner at a respected law firm, 
Victoria Sampson is unusually vague about what 
inspired her career path. 

_ She recalled: “Going into law? No, I 

have no idea who, why or where that 
notion came from, but I was about 11 
and once I had made up my mind then 
that was where I was going.” 

Born in Essex and benefiting from 
what she called an idyllic rural upbring¬ 
ing near Ipswich and then 
in Chelsfield, Kent, she 
completed her law degree 
but was unimpressed by 
experience of the faceless 
‘law factories’ of London. 

She found her home at 
the well-established 10- 
partner practice, 

CooperBumett, in Mount 
Ephraim, Tunbridge 
Wells, in 1996. A stellar 
rise followed and she was 


made a partner just five years later: “You 
can talk about not wanting to be a small cog 
in the machine or being a big fish in a small 
pond and so on, but I always wanted hands- 
on responsibility from the start. I came here 
and just loved it straight away. We have a 
flat management structure that attracts 
people like me anyway. You can’t hide here 
and we have an incredibly loyal and experi¬ 
enced staff.” 

As head of the firm’s commercial team and 
chamber president, Victoria is well placed to 
view the Kent economy and speaks positive¬ 
ly about where it goes from here. 

“Viewing my particular sector, commercial

development work is dead due to lack of [bank] fund¬ 
ing, but we are seeing more private money coming 
into private development. 

“And we have been able to put our clients together 
here; the banks are tied in terms of what they can do, 
but private investors are looking for better returns on 
their money and the recipients are saying, ‘I can’t bor¬ 
row the money from the bank but I need to do this 
project - so I’ll pay a little bit more to get that cash’. 

“That’s something I’ve been pleased to both observe 
and be involved with and, while there is less develop¬ 
ment work, there is now more contract work and a lot 
more intellectual property work. The latter was 
always a valuable asset 
to businesses, but they 
didn’t know it. It could 
be their brand, their 
strapline, their website - 
all have a value when 
they come to sell their 
business and firms recog¬ 
nise increasingly that 
they must protect and 
maintain its value.” 


B UT sometimes 
legal process is a 
long drawn out one 
and Victoria is hot on 
maintaining contact: “If I 
ask someone to deliver a 
professional service and I 
don’t hear anything for a 
while then, understand¬ 
ably, I get nervous.” 

It is a principle she 
carried over to the 350- 
member West Kent 
Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry, since tak¬ 
ing the presidency earli¬ 
er this year, and has led 
to a network of chamber 
‘ambassadors’. 

“Their brief is to com¬ 
municate to members 

what the chamber can do for them and, equally, what 
they might do for the chamber. What benefits do we 
offer? What do we need to hear from you to feed to the 
local council, for instance?” 

The effort has also 
opened up better commu¬ 
nications with Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council: 

“We’ve learned that the 
council actually wants to 
hear what we have to say, 
when I had perceived the 
authority previously as a 
closed entity.” 

Other initiatives arising 
from the enhanced cham¬ 
ber communication is the 
launch of business advice 
clinics for small business¬ 
es - outside firms as well 
as chamber members - 
starting in January to 
augment an existing 
chamber advice line. 


V ICTORIA explained: 

“They can come and 
see a professional to 
get niggles ironed out and 
on a confidential basis. 

What people shouldn’t do 
is just make do - they 
must seek advice.” 

This also chimes with her view that all businesses 
need to co-operate more on a local basis to survive in 
a global market: “We co-operate well here with neigh¬ 
bouring law firms and I would hope that members of 
our business community across the board are helping 
each other. 

“Our firm is a member of the Kent Corporate 


VICTORIA’S TOP TIPS 

• Be yourself, and be consistent - “People respect 
you for being true to yourself.” 

• Watch your cashflow - “Obvious perhaps, but our 
practice suffers from people using us like a bank and 
while we are big enough to support ourselves, this 
can cripple small businesses. There can be a case for 
extending credit to a client, but they need to know 
there is a value attached to that. And does the fact 
that we are sometimes paid late, mean we pay our 
suppliers late? Absolutely not. I hear so much of this 
from small businesses, particularly about the big 
boys who are saying: ‘We’re going to delay payment 
to 90 days instead of 60 - what are you going to do? 
You need my business.’ I find that very distasteful. 
There needs to be respect throughout the chain. We 
would never pay late and as a result get fantastic 
service. 

• Talk to staff - “When we had some rough times 
and had to make pay freezes, we made sure we 
spoke to employees throughout. Leave staff won¬ 
dering what’s happening and they could come to 
their own conclusions and jump ship - the last thing 
we would want. Gossip can be so destructive.” 


Financial Alliance, which asks, ‘Why go to London or 
Crawley for a service, when you have some fantastic 
businesses in Kent? It’s been really pleasing in the 
last few years to see everyone making this collegiate 
effort to support each other. When the good times 
return, we’ll know who our friends are and we will 
reaffirm the relationships.” 


HE was heartened, too, that many firms, includ¬ 
ing her own, did not fall to the knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion in recession and shed jobs: “It was essential 
for us to retain our key staff. That’s not just solicitors, 
it’s accounts people, sec-

retaries, our receptionists 
- front of house is key. We 
are then perfectly placed 
for when demand for legal 
services comes back to 
something like normal.” 

However, she accepts 
that this could be wishful 
thinking for some with 
the so-called ‘Tesco Law’ 
scenario imminent - the 
new Legal Services Act 
comes into play next 
October, allowing 
outside companies to 
compete in areas once 
ring-fenced for the 
legal profession. 

“On the other hand,” 
she added, “most law 
firms in Tunbridge Wells 
are not worried by Tesco 
Law. Those that should 
be are the ones elsewhere 
geared up for a particular 
area such as conveyanc¬ 
ing at a fixed rate, 
remortgages and so on. 

“As a firm we do not 
sell ourselves on price. 

We sell ourselves first on 
service and that is 
reflected by the huge 

amount of retained business we have and, while we 
can’t hold ourselves up to be experts in everything, we 
have the ability to do most things. 

“We are not an old-fash¬ 
ioned law firm, but we are 
not one of those glossy law 
firms that has harnessed 
social media like Twitter 
and Facebook either, 
though quite a lot of my 
colleagues are on Linked 
In; a useful tool, especially 
for keeping in touch with 
contacts during recent 
shake-ups in the banking 
sector, for instance. 

“And retaining good 
clients does our marketing 
for us, because they recom¬ 
mend us to new clients.” 

Away from work, Victoria 
has belatedly become keen 
on gardening at her 
Tonbridge home and she 
plays golf, but recently 
gave up netball. 

She also loves animals 
and has three cats. 
“Animals are a great com¬ 
fort when you have a busy 
life and cats are ‘cool’ 
because they choose you - 
you can’t put them on a 
lead and say, ‘Right, you’re coming with me’. 

Unusually, she also keeps doves: “I had always 
wanted a dovecote. Doves are the most beautiful 
things, but silly as anything, which is why magicians 
use them - if you put them in the dark they remain 
completely still.”

defeat away to Hereford United. 

Sittingbourne were among the county’s 
biggest winners, routing Nuneaton 
Borough 5-1 away in Division One. 

Bexleyheath & Welling enjoyed an equal¬ 
ly emphatic 6-2 win at home to Merthyr 
Tydfil, but Margate were held to a 1 -1 draw 
at Cambridge United, Ashford also drew 

1- 1 at Corby, and both Ramsgate and 
Tunbridge Wells lost at home, going down 

2- 4 and 2-3 to Hinckley and Kettering 
respectively. 


25 YEARS AGO: ENGLAND youth 
1985 rugby coach RM Williams hit out 
at declining standards in the 
15-man game, saying the national team 
would suffer if schools continued to 
focus on exam results at the expense of 
“all-round education”. 

Williams, also the coach at Sevenoaks 
School, said: “Schools increasingly regard 
themselves as academic institutions 
rather than education ones, with the result 
the value of serious sport is reduced both 
in the eyes of parents and pupils. 

“[Schools] have a duty to provide their 
pupils with the opportunity. If they contin¬ 
ue to abdicate that responsibility it may 
be more than the England rugby team 
who come to rue it.” 

• • 10 YEARS AGO: A LATE goal from 
2000 Welsh international Chris Llewellyn 
^^ condemned Gillingham to defeat 
in Division One of the Football League. 

The Gills shrugged off an early blow 
when they lost Marcus Browning to 
injury after just 10 minutes, forcing play¬ 
er-manager Andy Hessenthaler to come 
off the bench, but in front of a crowd of 
16,725 at Carrow Road the Gills looked 
like hanging on for a point until Llewellyn 
scored with a spectacular effort 12 
minutes from time. 

Canaries boss Nigel Worthington said:

If you’ve been tempted to feel sorry for Australia during the past couple of weeks, don’t. 
Since Kent’s Ivo Bligh captained England to victory in the first Ashes tour back in 1882, 
it’s generally been all downhill and often agonising to watch. Sports reporter FRED 
ATKINS looks at five of the county’s players to have made the tour Down Under 


Ashes to Ashes 


WHEN Ivo Bligh skippered 
England to victory in the first ever 
Ashes tour it was arguably a high 
watermark for Kent players in the 
Ashes. 

By contrast the nadir would have to be 
Geraint Jones telling Shane Warne he was 
only in the side for his batting in 2006, pos¬ 
sibly the most fate-temptingly premature 
‘sledge’ of all time. 

Bligh’s first act as skipper in the 1882 
series was to lose the toss in the first Test 
at Melbourne, and with the Aussies limited 
to 291, England’s reply got off to a disas¬ 
trous start when Bligh was bowled for a 
duck. He dropped down the order in the sec¬ 
ond innings but made just three as England 
lost by nine wickets. 

Bligh then masterminded a dramatic 
turnaround in the second Test, also at 
Melbourne, which England won by an 
innings and 27 runs, though he was again 
bowled for a duck. 

In the decisive third Test Bligh dropped 
himself further down the order, making 10 
and 17 not out, but also claimed two crucial 
catches as Australia were all out for just 83 
in their second innings, losing by 69 runs. 


COLIN BLYTHE 

1901/02 and 1907/08 


THE story of Deptford-born Colin Blythe 
remains one of the most fascinating of all 
cricket’s tragedies. 

A graduate of the famous ‘Nursery’ at 
Tonbridge’s Angel ground, Blythe was a 
slow left-armer who could infuriate oppos¬ 
ing batsmen by dismissing them with his 
‘dolly drops’. 

He took exactly 100 wickets in 19 Tests 
but his statistics mask the real story - 
that Blythe was an epileptic who suf¬ 
fered suspected fits during Test 
matches. He made his debut in the 
first Test in Sydney in 1901 and took 
7-56 in England’s victory. 

That however, was as good as it 
got for Blythe. England lost 
the series 4-1 - the same 
margin they lost by seven 
years later, when Blythe 
was dropped after taking 
just two wickets in the 
first Test.

THE bookends of Cowdrey’s career were to 
be found in Australia. 

He made his debut as a 21-year-old in 
Brisbane in 1954, making 40 and 10 in an 
otherwise humiliating defeat for the tourists. 

He made just seven 21 years later in his 
final Test, which England won by an 
innings to salvage a 4-1 result at the end of 
an otherwise desolate series. 

Cowdrey’s average during a record six 
tours of Australia was a respectable 35.95, 
including four centuries, though this was 
some way below his Test average of 44.06. 

For all his excellence as a batsman you 
can state a case that Cowdrey (pictured 
below) is most famed for the way he dis¬ 
armed fast bowler Jeff Thomson - a man 
whose main aim in life was to keep ambu¬ 
lance drivers in employment - in the sec¬ 
ond Test of that final tour. 

“I don’t believe we’ve met,” he said, 
using his perfect Tonbridge School man¬ 
ners and offering Thomson his hand. “My 
name’s Cowdrey.” 


MARTIN McCAGUE 


YOU would have needed a heart of stone 
not to laugh at Mitchell Johnson’s tra¬ 
vails during the first Test at the Gabba, 
but for another Australian-raised crick¬ 
eter it might have made for uncom¬ 
fortable viewing. 

It’s easy to forget that when 
Martin McCague was first 
selected for England back in 
1993 he was considered one of 
the country’s top prospects.

The England selection process at the time 
seemingly consisted of looking at bowling 
figures on Ceefax so it was only a matter of 
time before McCague, who qualified for 
England via his Northern Irish birthplace, 
got his chance. 

He took four wickets in a drawn game at 
Trent Bridge and at the time that passed for 
a triumph by English standards, but 
McCague was subsequently dogged by 
injuries and when he was selected to tour 
Australia in 1994 it was a surprise. 

McCague was chosen for the first Test at 
the Gabba, where he was flayed alive by 
Michael Slater and his statistics, 19.2-4-96- 
2, mask the fact that in terms of accuracy 
he made Devon Malcolm look like Glenn 
McGrath. 


WHILE we contemplate a few ‘what ifs’, 
how good would Kent have been had 
McCague, Alan Igglesden and Dean 
Headley ever been able to play together con¬ 
sistently during the 1990s? 

Headley enjoyed his finest hour in the 
fourth Test in Melbourne in 1998, when set a 
target of 175 to win, he offered a glimpse of 
greatness, taking 6 for 60, including 4 for 4 
from 14 balls to give England a 12-run win. 

A spellbound Nasser Hussain was moved 
to say he couldn’t imagine an England side 
without Headley in it, but sadly he had to - 
just 18 months later a back injury forced 
him to retire.

AN EXTRAORDINARY year 
reached new heights for rugby 
sevens player Dan Caprice last 
weekend as England won the first 
World Series event in Dubai. 

The 21-year-old, born in Chatham, looked 
to be exiting the competition early when 
England suffered a shock defeat to Portugal, 
but they embarked on a remarkable winning 
streak which culminated with victory over 
reigning champions Samoa on Sunday. 

Caprice crossed for tries against France, 
Fiji and Australia, but England did things 
the hard way as they came from behind in 
their four knockout games to prevail. 

Former Sevenoaks schoolboy Caprice is a 
full-time member of the England sevens 
set-up, although he spent last season playing 
for Blackheath in National 1. 

Yusuf Ibrahim, Blackheath’s performance 
director, said: “After all the promise he’s 
shown over the last couple of years, he’s just 
starting to really kick on. 

“It looks like he’s become a fixed member of 
the sevens squad and that’s always been his 
goal, to go from being a fringe player to being 
a main player. 

“He’d just got into the squad last year and 
I know one of his targets was to become one 
of the first names on the team sheet and 
he’s certainly in the top two or three now. 
He’s worked his way up and he needs to 
take a lot of plaudits for that.” 

Caprice played seven events in last 


season’s World Series, but the winger 
really cemented his reputation as a 
major weapon for England during their 
run to the Commonwealth Games semi¬ 
finals in India. 

A former Maidstone junior, Caprice also 
worked with Ibrahim during his time with 
the Kent county sides and the Blackheath 
chief backed him to reach even greater 
heights over the next 12 months. 

“I think he’ll be critical for England,” 
Ibrahim said. “He’s only young so he’ll be a 


mainstay if he carries on and it looks exact¬ 
ly like that’s what he’s doing. 

“He takes his sport very seriously, he’s ded¬ 
icated and he analyses what he’s doing. I 
coached him at Kent when he was 13 or 14 
and he was a bright spark then, a fantastic 
lad to work with.” 

Caprice and England are targeting a 
repeat of their success as the World Series 
continues in South Africa this weekend, 
before heading to New Zealand and the USA 
for another double-header in February.

Snow takes toll on cup ties 


FROZEN pitches have caused problems for 
the county’s knockout rugby competitions, 
although the fixture backlog is not expected 
to rival the chaos of last season.

At one point, the completion of the Salver 
and Plate competitions was in severe doubt as 
rearranged league fixtures swallowed up free 
weekends, but Fagg acted in the summer to 
ensure a less hectic calendar this term. 


Blackheath’s trip to Old Elthamians is one 
of three Kent Cup second-round games due to 
go ahead on the weekend of January 2, with 
Sittingbourne’s Kent Vase game against 
Brockleians also likely to take place then. 

Fagg said: “At the moment, this is the 
weekend unless they can arrange to play 
midweek, under lights. 

“I’ve delayed the next round until February 
26, so there is a bit of leeway and if people 
don’t like it they can always arrange another 
date and come back to me.” 

Sevenoaks avoided any fixture congestion by 
securing their passage to round three with a 
35-22 victory over London 1 South side 
Beckenham at Knole Paddock on November 7. 

Among the sides still battling the backlog, 
though, are Folkestone, who must travel to 
Old Dunstonians in January.

Team Focus on title 

TOM HOWARD talks to David Bartrum, owner of Wrotham-based team Motorbase 
Performance, who is confident his crew can follow up their most successful season 
by landing the British Touring Car Championship after securing three new cars 


KENT racing team Motorbase 
Performance will be considered 
British Touring Car Championship 
(BTCC) contenders after announc¬ 
ing they will run three title win¬ 
ning cars next year. 

The Wrotham-based squad, who finished 
second in the Independent Championship in 
their most successful season to date, will 
run three Ford Focus cars, instead of the two 
BMW saloons used since 2008. 

The move should propel them to the front 
of the 2011 BTCC grid and a tilt at the title, 
possibly with Ben Collins, formerly BBC Top 
Gear’s The Stig, as one of a three-pronged 
driving attack. 

The Ford cars were deployed by Team Aon 
last season and they quickly became the pick 
of the field, winning seven races on the way to 


the Independent Teams’ title. They also only 
narrowly missed out on the overall title. 

Motorbase, owned by David Bartrum, 
began life as a Porsche Carrera Cup outfit in 
2004, but have expanded rapidly over the 
last six years to become one of the leading 
teams in British motorsport. 

Bartrum is convinced, although conceding 
a new car will be a challenge, that his priva¬ 
teer team will be fighting for the coveted 
BTCC crown next season. 

Progression 

He said: “I hope we will be title contenders 
and it should move us up the grid. The move 
is certainly progression for the team. We had 
come to the end of the BMW’s development 
and the Ford with the new turbo engine will 
be much quicker and there are plenty of 
development options. 

“Obviously learning a new car will take us 


time, but we will get there and it is a good 
move for the team.” 

The driver line-up for next season is yet to 
be confirmed, but this week’s announcement 
has increased interest in the team. 

Motorbase are keen on using Collins, who 
raced for the team in the final round of the 
championship at Kent’s Brands Hatch in 
October, and hope to renew Mat Jackson’s 
contract after a good season in the BMW. 

Bartrum said: “We will announce the driver 
line-up in due course, but we do have one con¬ 
firmed for next season. We are in talks with 
Mat Jackson and would like to keep him, but 
there is interest in him from elsewhere. We 
have already tested Tim Bridgman, and 
Collins is certainly a possibility.” 

The team are expected to shakedown their 
new cars for the first time in January, a full 
three months before the season begins at 
Brands Hatch on April 3. 


Maidstone await eye-gouge

Bureaucracy a 
blow to Zulq’s 
Lashings move 

THE CHANCES of Zulqarnain Haider sign¬ 
ing for Lashings receded this week, after the 
club’s owner David Folb said bureaucratic red 
tape had put a possible move for the Pakistan 
wicketkeeper on hold. 

Folb met with Zulqarnain on Sunday after 
returning from Abu Dhabi, where he was 
finalising details of the Kent club’s 2011 tour. 

Although the Lashings chairman says the 
meeting was positive, he is concerned about 
the wicketkeeper’s residential status. 

Zulqarnain applied for asylum in the United 
Kingdon after fleeing from the Pakistan squad 
during the series with South Africa in the 
United Arab Emirates last month, claiming he 
had been threatened by a match-fixing ring. 

Lashings immediately offered Zulqarnain a 
place in their squad for 2011, but Folb now 
admits the situation has become complicated. 

“We were hoping to sign him and thought we 
had a good chance of doing a deal,” he said. “I 
spoke to his people and then called Zulqarnain 
before I went to Abu Dhabi and we agreed to 
meet when I got back. 

“We met face-to-face for the first time on 
Sunday night and he’s a lovely guy, but he’s 
obviously worried about his residential status 
and how long he’s going to be able to stay in 
the country.” 

Folb did not rule out a deal, but said that the 
paperwork needed to be in place. 

“He is obviously concerned with sorting out 
his work permit at the moment and he needs to 
dot the i’s and cross the t’s. We would also need 
to get clearance from the ECB to play him.” 

Lashings have in the past offered a safe 
haven to Pakistan’s Rashid Latif when he was 
shunned by the Pakistan cricket establish¬ 
ment for making allegations of match-fixing. 

They were also heavily involved in bringing 
Zimbabwe’s Henry Olonga to the UK after the 
black armband protest at the 2003 World Cup 
that put his life in danger. 


MAIDSTONE Rugby Club will finally discov¬ 
er in January what action they will face for the 
deliberate gouge which blinded Gravesend 
player Clarence Harding in one eye. 

After two weeks of silence, the RFU this week 
summoned the county town club to a hearing 
early in the New Year after a disciplinary panel 
ruled a Maidstone player deliberately injured 
Harding. 

The incident, which happened in a Kent 
Cup tie at The Mote on January 17, left 
Harding with no sight in his right eye, but a 
police investigation found insufficient evi¬ 
dence to bring charges. 

Maidstone player Matt lies was cleared of 
making contact with Harding’s eye or eye 
area, at an RFU disciplinary hearing on 


November 23, although the panel made it 
clear the injury had not been the result of a 
tragic accident. 

Under rule 5.12, which covers acts prejudi¬ 
cial to the interests of the game and/or union, 
Maidstone could face a fine, points deduction 
or even relegation for the incident. 

Chairman Andy Golding confirmed the club 
had heard from the RFU this week after a 
frustrating interim period which saw the 
union’s legal team debating what steps to 
take. 

With cases of this nature so rare, RFU 
bosses have been mindful of setting the cor¬ 
rect precedent, with Maidstone potentially 
facing a heavy penalty for the actions of 
one player. 


hearing date 

DEAL & Betteshanger have decided 
to appeal against the 15-point deduc¬ 
tion handed down by the RFU for the 
abandonment of their league game against 
East Gxinstead. 

The Lions will be left facing a relegation 
battle in London 2 South East if the sanc¬ 
tion is upheld or increased, but club boss¬ 
es reached their decision on Monday after 
lengthy deliberations. 

Fighting involving players, coaches and 
supporters from both sides broke out dur¬ 
ing the fixture on October 30, with referee 
Steve Halligan halting play after only 18 
minutes. 

The club are appealing not against the 
decision, but the severity of the sanction. 



Golfers back to Q-School in 
fight for European Tour cards 


PLACES on the Ladies European Tour 
(LET) are at stake for two Kent golfers next 
week in the final stage of Qualifying School. 

Dani Masters and Claire Aitken are 
among a field of 104 battling for the 30 
available cards which will allow access to 
the LET’s events next season. 

Both have reasons to be confident as they 
head to the La Manga resort in southern 
Spain after coming through pre-qualifying 
at the club earlier this month. 

Masters, from Maidstone, fell at this 
hurdle a year ago, but showed the best 
form since losing her card due to injury in 
2008 by finishing fourth out of 80 players 
in qualifying. 


She said: “I’m very happy with it. I think 
it was the first time I carded two rounds 
under par in the same event for about two 
years.

Lack of ftinds could prove obstacle to new contract

TALKS to extend Danny Spiller’s 
short-term contract are expected to 
begin shortly but negotiations could 
be hampered by constraints in 
Gillingham’s playing budget. 

The 29-year-old arrived back at Priestfield 
this summer on trial, three years after leaving 
for Millwall. 

Energetic performances in pre-season 
prompted Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler to 
make an offer, but with a hip injury 
W restricting Spiller to just 18 league 
appearances since departing in 
l 0 s 2007, he was handed a deal which 
J expires at the end of December to 
m prove himself. 

B The combative midfielder dispelled 

I fears about his fitness by playing 
every minute of the club’s first 12 
games of the season. Before this week¬ 
end he had featured in 15 of the Gills’ 18 
games in League Two. 

Spiller believes he has done enough to war¬ 
rant an extension and insists there is no concern 
in Gillingham waiting until the final month of 
his deal before beginning negotiations. 

“I’ve spoken to Andy Hessenthaler a couple of 
times and hopefully we can get something sort¬ 
ed out as soon as possible,” he said. “I will have 
to sit down with the manager and chairman in 
the next week. 


“I’m not anxious, I feel I’ve performed well and 
have played nearly every game. I feel positive in 
myself that I can sign a new contract here and 
be a permanent fixture at the club.” 

Hessenthaler has always spoken highly of 
Spiller this season, but was more reticent when 
asked this week. The main sticking point is like¬ 
ly to be financial, as Gillingham look to cut a 
playing budget which has been stretched all 
season. 

With several key personnel on the verge of 
returning to the fold after long-term injuries, 
the logic of retaining such a large squad 
becomes more questionable. 

Hessenthaler said: 'We’ll be sitting down with 
him before the end of the month. There’s no deci¬ 
sion to be made at the moment. 

“Danny’s done fine, you know what you’re 
going to get from him, he gives us everything in 
training and on match days. I have been pleased 
with him, we just have to sit down and look at 
the budget because we have got a lot of players 
and see where we go from there.” 

Delays could be costly if the Gills do decide 
they want to keep him. League One leaders 
Brighton are rumoured to be interested, 
although Spiller denies they have been in con¬ 
tact with him. 

The fans’ favourite, who turned down a provi¬ 
sional offer to play in Major League Soccer with 
Chicago Fire to join the Gills, is flattered by the 
rumour, but reiterated his desire to stay. 

He said: “It’s an honour to be linked with such 
good clubs, but all I have in my mind is getting 
Gillingham into League One and playing 
against these sorts of teams.” 



Whites going for

“The way things are being run by the main 
owners, some things concern me,” he said.

As a minority shareholder, 
I wasn’t kept informed of what was going on. 

“In general, some of the overall manage¬ 
ment is not to the standards I’d expect 
and I wasn’t comfortable working in that 
environment.” 


Ebbsfleet manager Liam Daish lost 
almost his whole squad in the summer 
after low renewal figures left him with a 
much-reduced budget, and the cycle looks 
set to continue again next year.

I’ve lost con¬ 
fidence in that model and I think MyFC 
should be trying to find new ownership. 

“If they haven’t got the confidence in 
the way things are being run, why should 
I, a minority shareholder, continue as a 
director?”

The 22-year-old scored on his Dartford 
debut in the 2-2 draw with Woking last 
month and hopes to build his match fitness 
up to be in contention for a place in York’s 
side when they travel to the Reebok 
Stadium to play Bolton in the FA Cup third 
round on January 8. 

Purcell said: “It’s great just to be playing 
games again as it has been a disappointing 
and frustrating time with the injury. 

“To play against Bolton would be the 
biggest game of my career, alongside the FA 
Trophy final with Ebbsfleet, and it is some¬ 
thing I hope to be a part of.” 

Before the possibility of playing against 
the likes of Kevin Davies and Jussi 
Jaaskelainen, he has the chance to face his 
former side Ebbsfleet while playing for 
their fierce rivals Dartford in a derby clash 
at Stonebridge Road on December 28.

MARTIN van Jaarsveld has 
revealed that he did look at his 
options away from St Lawrence 
this summer, but has confirmed he 
will be lining up for Kent in 
Division Two next season. 

The South African was among those 
rumoured to be among a group of players 
concerned about Kent’s precarious financial 
state towards the end of last season. 

Interest in the batsman, who has consis¬ 
tently scored more than 1,000 runs a season 
in his six years at Kent, resurfaced, this time 
from Lancashire. 

The 36-year-old had previously turned 
down an offer to captain Surrey during the 
2009 summer, instead signing a three-year 
contract at St Lawrence, but concerns about 
whether the club could add to its wafer-thin 
playing staff had the dressing room fearing 
the worst. 

Now van Jaarsveld, who preferred not to 
comment on speculation about his future 
during the season, has lifted the lid on 
the reasons why he looked elsewhere, but 
is now ultimately committed to helping 
Kent back to the County Championship’s 
Division One. 

Concerned 

“The permutations were pretty 
much family orientated,” he said, 
speaking from his home in Pretoria. 

“At one stage in the summer I was 
slightly concerned with the financial 
issues at the club; whether there would be 
any backing to bring in new blood or sign a 
few new bowlers. It came across that things 
at the club were pretty tight. 

“It was more of a career point of view and a 
family point of view that maybe I looked 
elsewhere. But at the moment I am pretty 
happy at Kent and I’m looking forward 
to helping the boys back into the first 
division.” 

Recruiting a bowler or two is high on the 
wish-list for next season, although finances 
and the availability of players as a result of 
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the Indian Premier League will 
determine whether that comes off. 

Wayne Parnell, the South African 
left-arm seamer who spent some time 
at Kent in 2009, is one potential 
target and van Jaarsveld believes 
adding to the bowling stock is a 
step that needs to be taken. 

“It’s massive. No disrespect to 
the guys who bowled this season, 
but we need someone with the X 
factor up front,” he said. “If you can ( 
get a team on the ropes early doors 
and if you want to win any four-day 
game, you have to get 20 wickets. 

“[Parnell] did really well when he was here 
before and the added incentive if he were to 
come back was that he brings Treddy 
[James Tredwell] into the game. If 
Pamy could come, it would be a 
really good signing for us.” 

The Transvaal-bom right¬ 
hander, who played nine 
Test matches and 11 One- 
Day Internationals for his 
country, plans to spend 
the winter in South 
Africa working on his 
game, but is yet to 
decide whether to play 
any club cricket.

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Mystery illness casts doubts over Flitney 
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GOALKEEPER Ross Flitney is hopeful 
that a case of suspected blood poisoning 
won’t force him to miss out on Dover 
Athletic’s FA Cup third round tie next 
month, writes Tom Howard. 

The Whites stopper has earned rave 
reviews for his performances this season, 
but playing football has been far from his 
mind after undergoing treatment in hospi¬ 
tal this week. 

The 26-year-old former Fulham and 
Barnet player first showed signs of a mys¬ 
terious illness, believed to be blood poison¬ 
ing, just days before the club’s 2-0 FA Cup 
triumph at Gillingham last month. 

Despite a trip to hospital before the 
game, he played the tie and thought he had 
recovered, only for the symptoms to return 
last week, forcing him back into hospital. 

Flitney, who has been suffering from 
nausea and the swelling of his knee and 


throat, believes the problem originates 
from an abscess on his neck which has 
disrupted his immune system. 

Armed with antibiotics, he was dis¬ 
charged from a Stevenage hospital on 
Wednesday and hopes he will have 
recovered sufficiently to line-up for Dover 
in the third round clash with Huddersfield 
Town on January 8. 

Flitney said: “I feel fine at the moment. I 
think the first set of antibiotics only kept it 
at bay and I’ve got three different sets now 
so fingers crossed I should be okay to play. 

“It has been a bit worrying to be honest. 
When it happens once, you think it’s just 
one of those things, but to have it happen 
twice in one month isn’t great. 

“I’ve been into hospital and had a lot of 
tests done, but we’re pretty confident it is 
blood poisoning. I’m waiting for results, 
but the doctors have ruled out diabetes.”
